1. Minutes of the meeting of the Syndicate held on the 
5th November, 1955 veie confirmed, 

2 . The Sj'ndicate con.sidered the recommendations of the 
Board of High Scliool Education made at its meeting held on the 
1st November, 1955 (Vide Ajipendix J). 

Resolved that the recommendations made by the Board be 
approve!. 

Resolved fuither that recommendation No. 17 (vt) be also 
brought to the notice of the Director of Education, Rajasthan, so 
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that the practice of usinji Koniun chaiaclers and Roman numci- 
icals m Mathematics be adopted from the lower classes. 

3. The Syndicate considered the recommendations of the 

Board of Inspection made at its meeting held on the 2nd November 
1955 {Vide Apperdix //). 

Resolved that the recommendations made by the Board of 
Inspection be approved. With regard to recomii'iendations Nos, 
10 and 24 made by the Board, the matter be first examined by 
the Finance Committee and then placed before the Syndicate for 
consideration. 

The attention of ihe Board be drawn to the fact that the 
directions given in the University Act with regard to the appoint- 
ment ot Inspectors were not being carried out in some cases; and 
that in futui'e if an Inspector was appointed who did not satisfy 
the requirements of the Act the reasons for appointing such an 
Inspector be given, 

4 . The Syndicate considered letter No. 10355? dated the 

2Slh November 1955 from the Principal, Jaswant College, 
Jodhpur, suggesting a few moie forms of Social Service, e. g. 
‘Shram Dan* work, voluntary help and medical aid etc, for 
inclusion in Ordinance 169 B, 

Resolved that a Committee consisting of-^

be appointed to examine the matter and to make the present 
provisions more exact. 

5. With reference to Statute I21-A wliereunder a consol:* 

dated fee of Rs. 30/- is prescribed for the Acharya Examination, 
the Syndicate resolved that a fee of Rs. 20/- be prescribed for 
each of the Acharya Part I and Part II Examinations as two 
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examinations are held for the Degree. The following be substi- 
tuted for the present provision in the Statute : — 

Acl)ar}*a Fait I Rs. 20/- 

Acharya Fait II Rs. 20/- 

6. The Syndicate considered a proposal made by Shri 
K. L, Varma, Principal, Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, that m view 
of the fact that only one candidate passed the B. A. Examination 
of 1955 in First Div'sion, the second merit scholarship, which 
would otherwise lapse, be awarded to the next best candidate 
who passed the examination in the second division. 

Resolved that since under the present rules the condition 
of being a first class is necessary for the award of a scholarship, 
the proposal of Shri Varma be not accepted in the case of a 
scholarship to be awarded as a result of the 1955 examination. 
For futme, however, the question be referred to the Academic 
Council for consideration if any concess'cn should be made if a 
sufficient number of candidates were not available in first class 
for award of scholarships, 

7. The Syndicate considered the request of the moderators 
wdio moderated Hi^h School question papers of 1956 in English 
for sanctioning the same payment to moderators in English also, 
as sanctioned to the moderators in Mathematics, xide Syndidate 
resolution No. 12 dated the 23rd December 1954. 

Resolved that the modeiators in English and Domestic 
Science for the High School Examination of 1956 and onwards 
be paid on the same basis as is sanctioned in the case of 
moderators for Mathematics papeis. 

8. With reference to its resolution No. 4 dated the 9th 
jMay 1955, the Regisiiar reported that Miss R. Padmini, Professor 
of Economics, Mahaiani’s College, Jaipur, having declined to 
accept the appointment as a Lecturer in tlic University Depart- 
ment of Economics, the \Tce-Chancellor .appointed Shri J. M. 
Joshi, Lecturer, R. R. College, Alnar, ns a lecturer in her 
place. Shri Joshi was the next candidate in order of merit as 
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determined by the Selection Committee constituted for the 
appointment of a Reader and Lecturer in the said Department* 

Resolved that the action taken by the Vice-Chancelior 
be confirmed. 

9 . The Syndicate considered an application of Shri J. M. 
Joshi, Lecturer, University Department of Economics, requesting 
to give him a higher initial salary of Rs. 310/- p. m. instead of 
the initial start of the grade viz., Rs. 25C/- in view of his 
brilliant academic career and teaching experience of Degree and 
Post-graduate classes. 

Resolved that Shri J. hi. Joshi be given a start of Rs. 290/*- 
per month with effect from the dale he joined his post* This 
higher start will not, however, affect the seniority of the existing 
staff in tlie same grade. 

10 . With reference to letter No. F. 13-5/55-54-, dated the 
3rd/9th August 1955, received from the Secretary, Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other Backward classes Scholarship 
Board, Ministry of Education, Government of India, New 
Delhi, the Syndicate considered the question of exemption from 
payment of tuition fees by the students belonging to Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other Backward classes studying 
or likely to study in the University Teaching Departments 
(including University Law College, Jaipur). 

Resolved ihai students belonging to Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other Backw^ard classes studying or likely 
to study ill the University Teaching Departments (including the 
University Law College) be exempted from payment of tuition 
fees. This concession be given upto the time it is kept in force 
by the Government of India and be subject to satisfactory 
reports for each month from the head of llie department con- 
cerned, and provided also they are not receiving any scholarship 
01 adequate help from any othei source. 

Resolved fwlher that to facilitate classification of students 
for purposes of the above concession, a column be added in the 
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application forms fcr admission, sucb as *Do you belong fo a 
Scheduled caste or tribe or backward class ? If so state the 
particular casts or class’. 

11 . The Registrar reported the proceedings of the Buildings 

Committee held on the 8lh November 1955 {Vide Appendix ///). 

Resolved that the minutes of the Buildings Committee 
meeting be recorded. The Sjndicate, however, desired that the 
matter of providing inter-communication (item No. 6 of the 
minutes) be reconsidered. It was, felt that inter-communication 
was not only necessary in the Administrative block, but was 
desirable for other departments such as Academic block, Library, 
hostels etc. The matter be, therefore, re-examined by the 
Buildings Comm’ttee, 

12 , Resolved that the foUoMing examination fees be pres- 
cribed for the Engineering Examinations in the new Scheme 
and the same be substituted for the existing provisions in 
Statute 121 

First B.E. Rs. 50/- 

Second B.E. Rs. 50/- 

Third B.E. Rs. 60/- 

Final B.E. Rs. 75/- 

13 . The Syndicate considered a letter No. D. 23587/F.14 
(46) Edu./l/5l, dated the 16th December 1955 from the Educa- 
tion Secretaiy to the Government of Rajasthan, forwarding a 
representation from Shri R. P. Ehargav'a, PjmcipaJ, Government 
Inter. College, Bhilwara, requesting for exemption from the 
minimum qualifications prescribed by the University for Heads 
of the Commerce Department. Shri Bhaigava is M.A. (Econo- 
mics) III Division, B. Com. II Division and possesses 27 years 
teaching experience (including 15 years to Inter, classes, 12 years 
to Degree and S years to Post-graduate classes). 

Resolved that Shri R. P. Bliaigava be exempted from the 
minimum qualifications prescribed by the Univeisity for the 
Commerce Depaitment for Degree classes only. 
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14. The Syndicate considered an application from Shri 
M. N. Tolani (Registrar) for granting him leave on full pay as 
well as on half pay as earned by him during the term of his office. 

The Syndicate in this connection considered the Vice- 
Chancellor’s note dated the 3rd January 1956 recommending that 
Shri M. N. Tolani's application be refused and the leave.due to 
him be granted to him after the 30th June 1956 when he retires 
from the post of the Registrar of the University in accordance 
with Rule 89 of the Rajasthan Government Leave rules. After 
some discussion the Syndicate decided that Shri M. K. Tolani be 
given a grant equal to four months’ salary on full pay on the 
date of his retirement, inclusive of Provident Fund contribution 
W'hich would have accrued to him, had he been granted earned 
leave after retirement. 

15. The Syndicate considered a Note dated the 6th January 
1956 by the Vice-Chancellor, with regard to the scale of salary 
of the Registrar’s post. 

Resolved that the stale of salary of the Registrar’s pest be 
revised from Rs. 800-40-1000 to Rs, 800-40-1000-50-1250. 

16. The Registrar reported that one Shiv Prasad Gupta, 
who had passed the High School E.vam’nation of the University 
held in 1951, had tempered with the entries in the High School 
Certificate and marks sheet issued to him and subsequently 
tried to obtain a job in the office of the Divisional Engineer, 
Telcgiaphs, Jaipur, who sent the certificate and the marks sheet 
to the office for verification. On knowing that his guilt had 
been caught, he tried to conceal it by committing further forgeries 
by forging the signatures of the Deputy Registrar of the Univer- 
sity on a letter pin ported to have been addressed to the Divi- 
sional Engineer, Telegraphs, Jaipur, confirming the marks m the 
forged marks sheet as correct and later on the signatures of the 
Divisional Engineer himself on a letter purported to have been 
addressed to this office saying that he had decided the case and 
tliat no further inquiry in the matter was necessary, which in 
fact v/eie never issued. 
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Resolved (hot the certificate granted to the candidate for 
passing the High School E\amination be forfeited as already 
ordered by the Ahce-Chancellor snd he be debarred peimanently 
from taking any examination of the University. 

17 . The Syndicate confirmed the act-on taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor in appointing a third external refeiee for reading the 
thesis of Shri Vinaj’ak Laxn an Talekar on the subject ^Studies 
of Rectification in a Gas (Nitrogen) discharge and other pub- 
lished ^York’, under Ordinance 137, as there was divergence of 
opinion among external refeiees, and on receipt of his report 
Avhich was favourable, having the degree of Ph. D. (in the 
Science Faculty) awarded to Shri Talekar at the Convocation 
held on December 3, 1955. 

18 . With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 12, dated 
the 1st October, 1955, the Registrar reported for information 
that there \vas no blind student studj^ing in any of the afihiated 
colleges. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

19 . Under Ordinance SS(3), the Syndicate confirmed the 
aclicn taken by the Pnncipal, Maharana Intermediate College, 
Bhilwara, in expellmg a student named Raj Kumar klaini, 
student of XII Arts class, for a period of ten days for reasons of 
impel finance and breach of discipline. 

The Syndicate felt that the punishment of expulsion for a 
period of ten days w’as inadequate and requested the Vice- 
Chancellor to write to the Principal accordingly. 

Further it was considered that since rules about the rusti- 
cation and expulsion of students were not very clearly giv^’en in 
the Univeisity Hand Book, a small sub committee consisting of 
Principal K. L, Varma, Dr. S. D. Arora and Principal R K. 
Tripathi be formed to examine the existing rules about rusti- 
cation and expulsion and suggest necessar 3 ' amendments, if any. 

20 . With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 27, dated 
the 9th May, 1955 extending for a period of further six months 
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Prof. 1\I» V. Matluu’s clepufation as a member of the Plantation 
Inquiry Commission, Govrenment of India, New Delhi, the 
Registiar reported the receipt of a letter No. 44 (3) Plant/54, 
dated the 1st November, 1955 from tlie Under Secretary to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Industries and Commerce, 
New Delhi, inform 1112 that with effect from the 5th November, 
1955 the services of Prof. M. V. Math nr were being replaced with 
the University of Rajputana, although the President had agreed 
that Prof. Mathur would continue to hold the post of the member. 
Plantation Inquiry Commission and would be required to do bis 
share of the drafting of the Report at Jaipur and come to 
Delhi for discussions as and when required on the following 
terms : —

Travelling and Daily As hitherto has been admissible 
allowances. to him. 

Resolved that the anangement be agreed to. 

21 . The Syndicate confirmed the action taken by the 
Yice-Chancelloi in — 

(f) Ordering that the post of Office Superintendent for the 
Secrecy Section on Rs. 250/- p. m. (sanctioned for one 
year on a temporary measure by the Syndicate at its 
meeting held on the 5th November, 1955 on the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee as contained 
in itsresolutionNo. 15 (/) dated the 31st October, 1955) 
be filled up with effect from 1st January, 1956 instead 
of April 1 when the new financial year would begin ; 
and appointing Shri V, D. Oamra on the post cn 
Rs. 250/- p. m. in the grade of Rs. 250 -12^-375, with 
effect from the above date. 

(/() Permitting Dr. K. P. Rode, Head of the University 
Department of Geology, to enter into contract with 
M/s Madhu Sudan & Co., for constructing a boundary 
wall around the plot allotted for the Geology Depart- 
ment Building, for Rs, 2500/- on the following terms, 
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as given m his letter No* 60 (55) 85 dated the 8th 
October, 1955 : — 

1 . The Contractor M/s Madhu Sudan & Co., Udaipur 
will get the Eoundar}^ Wall marked with the help 
of the City Corporation and he will dig the founda- 
tion on which the University will advance him a 
sum of Rs. SCO/-. 

2. On completion of the work the University will 
give the contractor a sum of Rs. 1000/- more, 
the balance of Rs. 1000/- will be paid only after 
the whole work is certified by the Engineers, 
Public Works Department to have been satis- 
factorily completed, 

(m) Approving the recommendation No, 3 of the Board of 
Studies in Engineering held on the 7th August 1955 
with regard to the granting of the following further 
exemptions to candidates appearing under Ordinance 
312 with effect from the examination of 1956 : — 

(f) Candidates who have passed B.E. Mech. Examina- 
tion and who are appearing ih B. E, Electrical 
Examination be exempted from appearing in 
Mechanical Engineering Laboratory Fracticals. 

(n) Candidates who have passed B. E. Electrical 
Examination and who are appearing in B. E, 
Mechanical Examination be exempted from 
appearing in 
(a) Group If 

{a) Generation and Utilisation of Electric power 
(written paper). 

(5) Electrical Engineering Laboratoiy’ Fracticals. 
The marks in the above subjects be piopor- 
tionately carried over for calculating the 
aggregate for declaring Pass and Division. 

(iV) Ordering that the rules with regard to obtaining certi- 
ficates of eligibility as contained in Ordinarxe 86 be 
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applied also to regular candidates for the Degree 
Examinations in the Faculty of Oriental Learning. 

(tO AlloAving the appointment of Prof. P. S, Naidu, M. A., 
foimerly Head of the Department of Education, 
Allahabad University, as Head of the Research Depart- 
ment in the Vid^a BhaAvan G. R. S. Teachers College, 
Udaipur. Prof, Naidu falls short of the training 
qualifications, but otherAvise he possesses a teaching 
experience of 25 years to B, A. (Hons.), M, A., and 
M. Ed. classes, and has 10 years* experience in guiding 
research for M. Ed,, and D. Phil. Degrees, has also 
girded research for some time for D. Litt. Degree. 

He has been Plead of the Department of Edu- 
cation, Allahabad University for 10 years, where he 
AA as responsible for organising courses upto D.Litt. 
IcA^el. 

(r/) Approving of the lists received from the Principals of 
Engineering Colleges, containing names of candidates 
AA’ho haA’'e completed one 5’ear*s practical training after 
passing their B. E, Examination of the University, 
for the aAvard of the degree of Bachelor of Engineering 
at the Eighth Convocation of the University held on 
the 3rd December 1955. 

(I'/f) AlloAving Motilal Kothari and Ramesh Chandra Sharma, 
Avho, being bracketted, Avere both awarded the Unh^ersity 
Merit Scholarship, (divided half and half between them 
each receiAung Rs. 15/-p.m) for having stood first at 
M, B., B. S. Examination of 1954, initially sanctioned 
for one year as per old Rules, to draAv the same for 
the 2nd year also, as the Second M. B., B. S. Examina- 
tion under the changed scheme of Medical Studies is now 
conducted tAvo years after passing the Fust M. B. B. S. 
Examination instead of one year. 

(v(j/7) inviting Prof. P, S, Naidu of Allahabad (heretofore 
an e\ternal member on the Faculty of Education) to 
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sattend the meeting of the Faculty of Education held 
on the 2nd December, 1955, as he ceased to be a 
member consequent on his joining service as a 
Research Professor at the V. B, G. S. Teachers 
College, Udaipur# 

22. The Syndicate considered a Note by the Vice-Chanc- 
ellor with regard to the constitution of the Board of Studies 
in Law. 

Resolved lhal the slalus-guo be maintained for the present 
term. For the future, the whole question of the constitution 
of the Boards of Studies in the various Faculties, including the 
constitution of Faculties, be examined by a Committee consisting 
of the following persons. The report of the Committee be then 
put up for consideration to the Act Amendment Committee 
appointed by the Syndicate.

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23. The Syndicate considered the recommendations of the 
Faculty of Medicine, Pharmaceutics and Veterinary Science as 
contained in its resolutions Nos. 10 and 11 with regard to 
introduction of Post-graduate studies in Optbalmology (M, S. 
Opthalmology), and institution of the degrees of Ph. D. and 
D. Sc. in the Faculty, respectively, together with the Ordinances 
suggested in that behalf, as per request made by Dr* R. M. 
Kasliwal, Principal, S. M. S. Medical College, Jaipur, contained 
in his D. O. letter dated the 2nd December 1955 to the effect that 
the Ordinances may be approved by the Syndicate and the same 
be ratified by the Academic Council later so that the intending 
candidates may register themselves forthwith for the M. S. 
(Opthalmolgy) Part I Examination of 1 956 and also for the 
Pb. D. and D. Sc. degrees. 

Resolved ihoi the S. M. S. l\Iedical College be allowed 
provisionally to start M. S. classes in Opthalmology subject to 
granting of affiliation to the college in the subject, for which 
purpose the Vice-Chancellor may appoint a suitable expert to be 
associated with the Inspectcrs already appointed for the periodical 
inspection of the college. 

Resolved hirlhcr that the recommendations made by the 
Faculty be accepted in the case of Al. S. (Opthalmology), subject 
to rati'fication by the Academic Council. The other matter with 
regard to introduction of Ph. D. and D. Sc. degrees should first 
go to the Academic Council. 

24 . The Syndicate considered letter No. P. 12(363) 
EDU/55, dated the 30th December 1955, from the Education 
Secretary to the Government of Rajasthan, Jaipur, regarding 
affiliation of Sanskrit colleges informing that in view of the 
financial and other difficulties, the Government was considering 
the proposal of constituting a 'Board of Sanskrit Examinations’ 
till such time as the colleges grew up and were better organised, 
and requesting for the views of the University in this connection 
whether it coulJ constitute such a Board as a part of the 

« Faculty of Arts, instead of a full-fledged Faculty of Oriental 
Learning. 
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Resolved that the Education Secretary be informed that 
the Government could constitute a Board of Sanskrit Learning 
without affiliating it to the University. 

25. The Syndicate considered a letter No. 98 (55) I dated 
the 25th October 1955 received from Dr. K. P. Rode, Head of 
the University Department of Geology, Udaipur, stating that 
Dr. P. N. Ganju (Exteinal Examiner appointed for conducting 
practical examination of M. Sc. Geology 1954) had conducted 
two separate examinations, one for the ex-students and the other 
for the regular students of M. Sc. Previous and Final, and as 
such he should be paid extra for the examination of ex-students. 

Resolved that the recommendation made by Dr. Rode be 
accepted and that Dr, Ganju be paid separately for the practical 
examination conducted by him for the ex-students. 

26. The Syndicate considered an application dated the 
12th July 1955 made by Shri Bhanwari Lai Srivastava (fonvarded 
by the Headmaster, Maharaja’s High School, Jaipur) requesting 
that the date of b’rth of his son Vinod Prakash Srivastava who 
passed his High School Examination of 1954 of the University 
from the Maharaja’s High School, Jaipur as entered in his High 
School Certificate be changed as 14th November 1939 in place 
of 20th July 1937 as the latter date was wrongly entered while 
making his admission. Shri Srivastava has produced in 
support of his request an Age Report by the Medical Jurist, 
S. M. S. Hospital, Jaipur, who assesses the probable age of the 
boy between 14 and 16 years. 

In this connection, the Registrar submitted for consideration 
resolution No. 20 already passed by the Syndicate at its meeting 
held on 23rd December 1954 with a view to making the provision 
more categorical as the words ‘Mistake in writing a date of birth’ 
were rather too vague and liable to be mis-used. 

Resolved lhai the Vice-Chancellor may examine the appli- 
cation of the candidate and pass necessao" orders thereon. With 
regard to the point submitted by the Registrar, tlie Syndicate 
endorsed its previous decision, and affirmed that there was nothing

wrong in it. The question of its being vague, or liable to be 
miS'Used did not arise if every case was thoroughly scrutinised 
and carefully examined before putting up for orders. 

Resolved Jurther ihal'^rv order to minimise applications 
for correction of age entries, a column be added in the application 
forms for admission to the High School Examination so as to 
have a certificate from the parents or guardians to the effect that 
the age entry given in the application form was correct. 

27. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 15, dated 
the 5th November, 1955, the Registrar reported for confirmation 
the action taken by the Vice-^Chancellor (after considering the 
recommendations of the Committee appointed by it for scrutini- 
sing applications received from recognised High Schools and 
affiliated colleges for creating examination centres at their 
institutions vide Appendix IV) in opening new centres for the

(m) entertaining after the expiry of the due date the 
application form of (l) Kaghawachar^a Kaushik for

K. College Jodhpur, brought to the 
notice of the Syndicate the case of a candidate (Ghewar Chand) 
of his college who was unable to submit his application form by 
the due date for appearing at the Intermediate in Commerce 
Examination. The Syndicate desired that the Vice-Chancellor 
might examine this case also and pass necessary orders thereon.

Before talcing up the item on the agenda, the Bean exhor- 
ted the members to give thejr best consideration to the recommen- 
dations of the Legal Education Ccmmittee’s Report and to take 
independent decisions on different points in the best interest of 
the development and re-organisation of legal education in Rajas- 
than on a very efficient basis. Thereafter a general discussion 
followed in which the members expressed their views in respect 
of the present trend of Legal Education in the country and the 
scheme envisaged in the report of the Legal Education Committee. 
The Faculty then took up almost all the items serially as given 
in the summary of the Report in Chapter XIII (on pages 7S to 
S5). The recommendations of the Faculty are given with nece- 
ssary' references to the recotnmendaMons made in the aforesaid 
chapter cf the report, 

1 . (i) With reference to parns 1 and 2 (General) of the 

recommendations of the Committee, Page 78, wliile 
the Faculty approved of the decisions that students 
intending to take Law courses should ordinarily tak^ 
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English Language as one of their subjects in the 
Intermediate and Degree classes, it is felt that the 
study of Social Science cannot be insisted upon in 
view of the Committee’s recommendation in para 3 
with which the Faculty agrees, namely that only the 
graduates in Atts, Science and Commerce should be 
admitted to the LL. B, course of three 3 ^ears. 

^(ii) The Faculty endorsed the recommendation of the 
Committee as given in para 3 (Page 78). 

The Faculty further endorsed the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee in respect of the holding of Law 
classes during evening hours as recorded on page 44 
of the Report to the effect that in case of the evening 
classes the duration of LL. B. degree course be exten-. 
ded by one year. Thus the graduates joining the 
evening classes shall cover the LL. B. degree course 
in 4 years. 

It is necessary to record here the unanimous view 
of the Faculty in view of the fact that almost all the 
Universities in India with the exception of a very few 
provide only 2 years course for the LL. B. degree* 
the three years course for the LL. B. degree in this 
University cannot be successfully implemented unless 
the High Court of Rajasthan is pleased to amend its 
rules regarding the eligibility of Law graduates for 
admission to practise at the Bar by laying down that 
in future only such Law graduates will be eligible for 
enrolment as Legal Practitioners within the jurisdic- 
tion of Rajasthan High Court as have qualified for 
the LL. B. degree with three years course. 

It IS therefore suggested that the University may 
be pleased to take necesrary steps in this direction. 

(iii) With reference to paras 4, 5, 6 and 7 of the Report 
(Page 7S to Si) regarding courses of study for different 
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examinations in Law, the Faculty refetred the mailer 
for the consideration to the Boaid of Studies in Law. 

{\v) The recommendation of the Committee in para 8 
regarding the institution of scholarships for the 
LL.M. and the LL. 13. degrees have been accepted by 
the Facult 3 ^ 

It further resolved that in view of the propo- 
sed introduction of three years course for the £,L« B. 
degree, consequentional amendments in tlie regulations 
regarding scholarships for the LL. B. degree as given 
on page 161 of the University Pland Book, Part II be 
suitably made and 2 scholarships of the value of Rs, 
25/- p.m. be provided for each of the second year and 
third year classes of the LL. B. 

(v) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 
the Committee in paras 9 and 10. 

The Faculty, however, decided that the reccnimen- 
dation of the Committee in para 10 should not affect 
the second proviso of Ordinance 257 given on page 272 
of the University Hand Book, Part II, which runs as 
follows : — 

“ Whole time teachers of Law after more 

than three years service in any affiliated 
college of this University shall be eligible to 
appear at -the examination without having 
undergone the prescribed course of study 
in an affiliated college of this University/* 

(vi) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 
the Committee in para 11 (Page 82). 

(vii) Regarding para 12 (Page 82) of the Committee's 
recommendation the P'aciilty was of the op'inon that 
any insistence on supplying the synopsis of the lectures 
would tend to make the lectures steriolyped and mono- 
tonus, the Lecturers should therefore be free to follow 
such methods regardings their mode of teaching as 
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they may consider, best suited to meet the needs of 
the students. 

(viii) The Fncult 3 ' //icr/ the reconiniendations made 
in paras 13 and 14 of the Report (Page 82) be referred 
to the Board of Studies in Law for consideration. 

(ix) Regarding recommendation No. 15 (Page 82) of the 
Committee, the Faculti'’ resolved to recommend that 
the teaching of three years integrated course be done 
during day hours, while the teaching of the other four 
years course may either be done during morning or 
evening hours. In this connection the Faculty, how- 
ever, emphasised that there should be at least 4 periods 
a day for day classes each period being not less than 
50 minutes’ duration; three periods for teaching work 
and one period for tutorials and Seminars etc., wdiile 
there should be at least three periods each day for 
evening classes of not less than 40 minutes duration 
out of which three periods per week must be devoted 
to tutorials and seminars, etc. 

It further resolved that students should be encou- 
raged to make best use of Library under the guidance 
of some members of the teaching staff. 

(x) Regarding the recommendation of the Committee in 

para 16, (Page 82) the Faculty resolved to recommend 
that M. A. or M. Sc. students or whole time employees 
of the Government or of a business firm may be 
admitted only to four years’ course of the LL. B, 
degree. 

(xi) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made by 
the Committee in paras 17 and 18 (Page 83). 

(xii) The Faculty endorsed the re.::ommendations made by 
the Committee N in para 19 (Page 83) regarding the 
scales of pay for tlie staff of the University Law 
College. 
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In this connection, however, the Faculty was 
strongly of the view that as the standard of teaching 
and the nature of work to be done in . the affiliated 
colleges is to be the same as in the University, the 
grades recommended in recommendation No. 19 be 
also given to other Professors, 

(xni) The Faculty considered the recommendation of the 
Committee given in para No. 20 (Page 83) and resoh 
ved to recommend that a Professor should be an 
LL. D. or Ph. D. in Law with at least five' years' 
experience or an LL. M. with at least 8 years* teach- 
ing experience and he should be able not only to lake 
the Post-graduate classes in Law but also to guide 
advanced legal research. 

(xiv) The Faculty considered the recommendations made by 
the Committee in para No. 21 (Page S3) and resolved 
to recommend that a Reader should possess a Docto- 
rate degree in Law or a degiee of LL. M. from any 
recognised University and should have at least five 
years* teaching experience together with a good acade- 
mic record as a student and a good reputation as a 
teacher. 

(.xv) The Faculty endorsed ihe recommendations made by 
the Committee in para 22 (Page 83). In this connec- 
tion the Faculty, however, resolved to recommend that 
the part time teachers’ salary may not be less than 
Rs. 250/- p. m. 

(xvi) The Faculty endorsed the recommendations made in 
Para No. 23 (Page S3). 

(xvii) The Faculty considered the recommendations made 
by the Committee in para No. 24 (Page 83) and resol- 
ved to recommend that a Lecturer should normally be 
an LL, M. of a recognised University or should have 
a high fust class in LL. B. and should possess at 
least an experience of 5 years* practice at the Bar. 
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(xviii) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the 
Committee in para No. 25 (Page 84) and resolved to 
recommend that a Law teacher should be appointed 
initially for a period of one ye^r and he should be 
confirmed only if at the end of this period his woik 
and conduct are found to be satisfactory by the Univer- 
sity authorities. 

(xix) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the 
Committee enshrined in para No. 26 (Page 84) and it 
resolved to i ecomniend fJiat at the time of appoint- 
ment of a teacher, care should be taken to find whe- 
ther such teacher has command over language, power 
of expression, persuasive speech and systematic way 
of presenting his subject. 

(xx) The Faculty considered the recommendations of the 
Committee made in para No. 27 (Page 84^ and it 
resolved to recommend that the Judges of the High 
Court and Senior Advocates may be appointed as 
Hony. Professois by the University and they may 
teach these subjects to students only for which they 
have special aptitude. 

(xxi) The Faculty considered the recommendations made by 
the Committee in paras 28 and 29 (Page 80 and it 
resolved to recommend that there is no need for a 
Council of Legal Education and in this respect the 
Faculty accepted the arguments given in the dissent- 
ing note of Shn K. S. Hajela on page 86 of the report, 
namely, that to have a Council of Legal Education to 
control and judge the Legal education in the Univer- 
sity is perhaps not quite in the fitness of things, as 
the University has already a number of academic 
bodies consisting of the Beard of Studies in Law, the 
Faculty of Law and finally the Academic Council 
which have expert members on their personnel to 
guide them in their delibeiations. The creation of a 
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4* The Faculty considered the jecomniendation made by 

the Committee in Para No. 2 on page 68 and resolved to recom- 
mend that Law students should enjoj^ the same facilities in the 
matters of residence, games, sports, amusements, educational 
tours and other activities of the University as are enjoyed by 
other students. Provisions should also be made for Hostel 
accommodation for Law students. The LL. M. students should 
be encouraged to reside in the University Hostels to take full 
advantage of Library facilities and contact with teachers. There 
should be good rlRY'gi’ounds for games and recreation. Law 
students should also be encouraged to join the N. C. C. 

In this connection the Faculty also resolved to recommend 
that where funds are available for educational tours of students, 
a proportionate share in those funds should also be made availa- 
ble to Law students. 

5. The Faculty also endorsed the recommendations made 
by the Committee in the second para on page 68 which runs as 
follows 

** A common standaid be maintained by the 

Univeisity and its affiliated colleges. No lowering 
down of standards on any grounds whatsoever should be 
permitted. If for lack of funds -no separate premises 
for Law classes can be provided, if enough grants cannot 
be made for Library purposes, if teachers of required 
qualifications cannot be engaged and if they cannot be 
properly paid, it is no use maintaining Law classes at 
various places.** 

6. The Faculty resolved that a proper scheme for different 
examinations, main and supplementary, vshoiild be drawn up by 
the Board of Studies in Law along with the different courses. 

The Faculty also resolved that the Board of Studies in 
Law should also frame rules for different interim anangemeuts 
to be made in connection with the continuance of the old 
scheme of the examinations. 
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7. The Faculty resolved to recommend that suitable alte- 
rations and amendments in the Ordinances and the Statutes may 
be made in order to give effects to the new scheme of instructions.

Examination, the Council considered the recommendations in 
that behalf, of the Committee appointed by the Faculty under its 
resolution No. 5 dated the 1st December 1955, held on January 
27, 1956 fVidci Appendix II). 

Resolved io recoinniettd that the recommendations made by 
the Committee be accepted. The scheme of practical training 
be introduced with effect from the M. Com.

Resolved that the recommendation made by the Faculty 
be accepted. 

44. The Council considered the recommendation made Iw 
the Faculty of Education, as contained in its resolution No. 5 
dated the 2nd December 1955, to the effect that the Post-graduate 
Certificate, the Academic Diploma and the Ph. D. Degrees of the 
London University be recognised as equivalent to the B. Ed., 
M. Ed (5c Ph. D. Degrees respectively of this University. 

Resolved that the matter be referred for consideration to 
the Equivalence Committee. 

45. The Council considered resolution No, 7 passed by the 
Faculty of Education, at its meeting held on the 2nd December

pass the examination in parts in different years under Ordinance

48 , The Council considered the recommendations of the 
Equivalence Committee held on the 25th January 1955 f V/rfc 
Appendix III), 

Resolved to recommend that the recommendations made by 
the Equivalence Committee be accepted, 

49 , The Council considered the following proposals as 
contained in its resolution No. 4 passed by the Conference of the 
members of the University Teaching Departments Committee, 
Principals of Post-graduate Colleges, Heads of University 
Teaching Departments and Deans of the Medical and Enginee- 
ring Faculties, at its meeting held on the 7th May 1955 
(Proceedings of the Conference printed at page 677-680 of 
Volume XVI of Minutes). 

The Conference was generally in favour of introducing 
Honour’s courses and recommended that some provi- 
sions must be made to introduce the same. It was of 
the opinion that for a Regional University the only 
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workable scheme was that of Honours by two 
additional papers. The University would only give 
affiliation for Honours, when suitable arrangements 
for lectures, tutorial work, Library facilities etc. were 
available. A student taking an Honour's degree will 
be required to take his 1\I A. after two years of study 
like other B. A’s. 

Resolved that the recommendations made by the Conference 
be referred to the Committee appointed under resolution No, 3 
with regard to re-organisation of University Education, 

50, The Council considered letter No. F. 3-14/54 (H) 
dated the 19th April 1955 from (he Secretary, University Grants 
Commission, New Delhi, sending therewith a Note {Vide Appen- 
dix IV) on the subject “Question of improving the system of 
examinations in Indian Universities’*, prepared at a meeting of 
the Commission held on April 3, 1955, and requesting the 
University to intimate the action taken by it in the matter. 

Resolved that the Commission’s note be circulated amongst 
the Principals of affiliated colleges. They be asked to examine 
carefully the suggestions made by the Commission and to send 
their suggestions to the Vice-Chancellor. A small committee 
be then appointed by the Vice-Chancellor to examine these 
suggestions and any other proposals and by pooling them 
together prepare the frame work of a few schemes for sub- 
mission to the Conference to be convened by the Inter-Umver- 
sity Board for the purpose. 

51. The Council considered the following suggestion made 
by the Indian Delegation to the 8th Regional Committee, WHO 
(World Health Organisation), held at Bandung (Indonesia) in 
September 1955, received from the Director of Medical and 
Health Services, Rajasthan, Jaipur, under his endorcement 
No. 18720 dated the 31st December 1955, for views of the 
University : — 

“Suggests that, wherever possible and in close 
cooperation with Ministries of Education, plans should 
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be made now which will look towards the inclusion, 
in the regular curricula of Higher Secondary Schools 
and of Universities, of courses in international health 
problems and international coliaboration in their 
solution/’ 

Resolved that the suggestion be noted, 

52. The Council considered the following resolution 
No. 25 (b) passed by the Standing Committee of the Inter- 
University Board of India at its meeting held at Patna on the 
24th January 1955, communicated by the Secretary, Inter-- 
University Board, vide his letter No. 4697'-472S dated the 12tli 
March 1955:— 

Resoluiioji No, 25 (6)- 

The Standing Committee recommends that during 
the Uansitional period, migration at the end of hvst 
or third year of students from the Defence Academy 
to educational institution be facilitated by the 
Universities under the following conditions:—' 

( i ) The withdrawal of the candidate from the 
Defence Acadernv wishing to migrate to Univer- 
sity should not be on grounds of academic 
shortcomings or lack of discipline. 

( ii ) Each University may set up a suitable test or 
machinery to judge the educational attainment 
of the candidate as suggested in the Hhagwati 
Committee Eeport for the migration in genuine 
cases of candidates from one Univwsitj^ to 
another. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the Equivalence 
Committee. 

53. The Council esusidefed the following resolution passed 
by the Fust All India Conference and Seminar of Teachers of 
French, 1954 communicated by tlie Honorary Secretary of the 
Conference, Fergusson College, Poona‘'4, vide liis letter dated 
the 5th March 1955:— 
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‘'Universities should start evening classes in Frepch 
so as to enable all those who had not the opportunity 
of learning that language in their college courses to 
acquire at least the working knowledge.” 

Resolved ihal since the question of instituting courses in 
French, German and Russian has already been referred to the 
University Education Reorganisation Committee under resolu- 
tion No. 11, the above suggestion be also referred to the same 
committee. 

54. The Council postponed consideration of the report of a 
bub-Conimittee of the Indian Conference of Social ^^’ork 
Education, received from the Secretaiy, Inter-University Boaid 
of India, under his letter No. 640-72 dated the 4th June 1955, 
for views of the University on the same {Vtde Appendix F). 

55. The Council considered the following proposal received 
fiom Shri S. R. ]\Iital, Vice-Prmcipal, Birla College of Science 
and Commerce, Pilani, vide his letter No. B. C5-3^55 dated the 
1st September 1955: — 

The following new Ordinance 167A be added: — 

A candidate who is eligible for admission to the 
Intermediate examination of the University and has 
passed the Intermediate Examination m English only 
under Ordinance 167, *be exempted from 

appearing in English at the Intenned ate Examination. 
Candidates having availed of this concession, if 
declared successful, v\ill not be placed in any 
division,” 

Resolved that the proposal be not accepted. 

56. The Council considered a resolution adopted by the 
Rajasthan Sahityakar Sammelan (communicated by the Secretary 
of the Sammelan vide his letter No. 105 dated the 9ch i\ray 1955) 
requesting the University to patronise the study, research and 
publication in Rajasthani language and literature as done by 
other Universities in tlie case of their own regional languages. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 
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57 . The Council considered letter No. F. 1-60/55-D2 dated 
the 17ih May 1955 from the Secretary to the Government of 
India, Ministry of Education, New Delhi, requesting the Univer- 
sity to sympathetically consider the following resolution No, 25 
adopted by the Seminar on the education of the blind, held at 
Mussorie in April 1955 ; — 

“This Seminar recommends to the Universities and 
Secondary Boards that in view of the general condition 
and the status of the blind in India, blind persons 
taking up any examination be exempted from all fees, 
1 . e. admission fees and charges for invigilators and 
writers/’ 

In this connection, the Registrar reported the following 
resolution No. 12 passed by the Syndicate at its meeting held on 
the 1st October 1955 after considering a similar proposal subse- 
quently received from the Ministry of Education, Government of 
India, New Delhi ; — 

“The Syndicate considered a letter No.F. 1-24/55 D-2 
dated the 27th August 1955 from the Ministry of 
Education, Government of India, New Delhi, forwar- 
ding a copy of letter No. NAB/G396'f dated the 16th 
August 1955, from the President, National Associa- 
tion for the blind students requesting for exemption 
of the blind students from payment of fees prescribed 
for admission to examinations and to recommend to 
affiliated colleges to grant freeship to all blind students 
studying in their colleges, in view of the high cost of 
education of blind students. 

Resolved that 

1. The Ministery of Education be informed that no 
exemption can be given from payment of fees 
prescribed by the University for admission to 
its examinations as it was likely to lead to 
complications. It was open to the Go\'ernment 
to give a corresponding relief to the blind students 
lor the purpose. 
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2. A letter be addiessed to the affiliated ^colleges to 
inquire whether any blind students were studjdng 
in the colleges.” 

Resolved that the Syndicate having already taken action in 
the matter, it be recorded. 

58. The Council considered a letter No. 296 dated the 
20th July 1955 from the Head of the University’' Department of 
Philosophy requesting that Philosophy be also included among 
the subjects which have been prescribed by the University in the 
qualifications of teachers for Social Studies at the Intermediate 
state. 

Resolved to recovimend that Philosophy be added as one of 
the subjects in the minimum qualifications laid down by the 
University for teachers of Social Studies provided that a candidate 
had obtained his M.A. Degree in Philosophy with Ethics and 
Psychology. The minimum qualifications for teachers of Social 
Studies as laid down in O. 65 D be revised as follows: — 

*M. A. Second Division in either of the subjects 
History, Political Science, Economics, ! Sociology^ 
Geography, Philosophy ( provided that a candidate 
had taken Ethics and Psychology for his M. A. in 
Philosophy^ and B.A. or B.Com. Second Division with 
at least two of these subjects.’ 

59 With reference to its resolution No. 30 dated the 18th 
February 1955. the Council recorded the following resolutions 
passed by the Syndicate at its meeting held on August 10 and 
November 5, 1955 in the same connection: — . 

(l) Resolution No. i6 dated the loth August i955:— 

With reference to its resolution No. 10 dated the 25th 
October 1954 the Registrar reported that the Rajasthan Govern- 
ment had agreed to observe the following holidays in the 
Government colleges affiliated to the University {vide their letter 
No. F, 10 (11) Edu-l-'54 dated the 18th June 1955). 

Summer Vacations-lst May to 30th June. 
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Agricultural and Cooperative Credit and that Princi- 
ples of Cooperation be practised in elementar 3 ' 
schools.” 

Resolved that the attention of the Universities be invited 
to the need for encouraging the study of Agricultural Economics 
and that the Government of India in the Ministry of Agriculture be 
requested to afford the necessary financial aid for Universities to 
implement the resolution, 

Yll (2) — Considered the following resolution sponsored by the 
Indian Institute of Technology, Kharagpur, received 
through the Ministr 3 " of Education: — 

^^Resolved that a basic course in Humanities be 
introduced for all under-graduate students of science 
and Technology at all Univeisities and Institutions 
of University level.” 

Rctolved that the attention of the Universities be invited to 
the report of the joint committee which has recommended that 
Sociology, Industrial Relations, Industrial Economics, etc. be 
included in the scheme of studies for the Engineering degree and 
Technological courses. 

YII (3) — Considered the following resolution sent by the 
Director General of Archaeolog}% through theMinistr3" 
of Education : — 

Resolved that every University should introduce 
{/) a diploma course in Archaeology of one 3 »car’s 
duration followed by field training for three months 
or so in excavation and/or conservation ; and 
(/7) a regular course of two year’s duration for 
Archaeology as a branch of M, A. or B. A. (Hens.) 
Indian Histor 3 \” 

The Board commends the desirability of introducing a 
•course of study in Archaeology either for a Diploma or Degree 
Standard ii) the Universities depending upon the facilities 
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available, such as properly trained staff and other requisites, and 
wherever the Department of Archaeology is in a position to help 
the Universities concerned in the introduction of such courses. 

JX (l)-” Considered the recommendations in paragraphs 39 
and 40 of the Report of the Planning Commission of 
the Government of India regarding higher education 
referred to by the Education Department of Madhya 
Pradesh , 

The Inter-University Board is of opinion that overcrowding 
of educational institutions is highly prejudicial to the maintenance 
of standards and regrets that m some Universities such over- 
crowding even in professional colleges has been permitted. The 
Board, however, reiterates the suggestion that has been made in 
the report of the Secondary Education Commission that over- 
crowding in Universities will continue so long as University 
qualifications are laid down as the minimum for recruitment to 
the lower grades of public ser'vices, where such qualifications are 
really not necessary. 

The Board does not agree with the suggestion that facilities 
should be given for appearance at University examinations, after 
private study, as it will be conducive to a still further lowering of 
standards. 

IX (2) — Reservation of seats in educational institutions, techni- 
cal and non- technical, for backward classes and 
relaxation of admission conditions. ( Ministery of 
Education ) 

The Board notes that at present it is the practice in all 
State Educational Institutions to reserve certain number of seats 
for backward classes. As regards the lowering of the standard, 
the Board is of opinion that the minimum requisite prescribed 
by tlie University should be complied with, and provided this is 
done, a certain amount of relaxation of standard of admission 
prescribed may be permitted to those who are defined as backward 
classes as laid down in the constitution. 
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IX (3) — Framing of uniform rules in the Universities for 
admission (Ministry of Education). 

The Board reiterates the following resolution passed 
at Cuttack: 

Resolved that while not desiring to recommend a minimum 
age before which no candidate should be allowed to appear for 
the Matnc Exammatibn, the Board is of opinion that the 
minimum age for admission to postmatnculation class be 16 in 
the case of Universities which have a three year degree course 
and 15 in the case of those which have a two year Intermediate 
course followed by a two year degree course. 

Resolved to reconimejid that — 

(i) Resolution No. VII (l) be referred to the Board of 
Studies in Economics. 

( 11 ) Resolution No. VII (2) be referred to the Board of 
Studies in Engg. & Tech. 

(ill) Resolution No. VII (3) be referred to the Board of 
Studies in History and Archaeology. 

(iv) Resolutions Nos. IX ( 1 ), IX ( 2 ), and IX ( 3 ) be 
agreed to. 

63 . The Council cimfirmed the orders cf the Vice- 
Chancellor relaxing the duration of research or industrial experience 
from two years to one year, but the total teaching and research 
or industrial experience not to be less than 7 years, for purposes 
of recruitment of a Professor of Electrical Engineeiing in the 
M.B.M. Engineering College, Jodhpur, since it was reported by 
the Principal of the College that a person possessing the 
experience required by the University under Ordinance 65 (M) 
(0 was not available. 

64 . The Council considered whether an M.Sc. (II Division) 
in Agricultural Botany who has passed the B. Sc. Examination in 
Zoology, Botany and Chemistry in Second Division is qualified 
to teach General Science to Inter. Arts classes. 
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Resolved that the matter be referred for consideration to 
the Faculty of Science. 

65, The Council considered the application of Shri R. N, 
Verm a for Study Leave. 

Resolved that a Committee consisting of the following 
persons be appointed to suggest Rules for Study Leave. The 
report of the committee be then put up before the Finance 
Committee for consideration: —

Resolved that the system of re-examination of answerbooks 
as was originally intended be not introduced; and the existing 
practice in the matter of examinations be continued. 

68. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 6 dated 
the 23rd January, the Council considered whether any concession 
should be made if a suificient number of candidates were not 
available in first class for award of scholarship. 

Resolved that no change be made in the existing rules. 

69. The Council considered the following proposal of Dr. 
P. T. Paju, Head of the University Department of Philosophy, 
Jodhpiir, as contained in his letter No. 56 dated the 23rd January 
1956: — 

As it is an anomaly for those who studied Logic 
only in their Intermediate to be allowed to teach Logic 
at the Intermediate level, and in view of the fact that 
Logic is progressing, only those who have both Logic 
and Psychology in their M-A., either as optional or as 
compulsory subjects should be appointed as teachers 
of Logic and Ps3xhology for the Intermediate and 
Mtiltipurpose schools, and the Degree colleges/’ 
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Resolved to recommend that the suggestion made by Dr, 
Raju be accepted for future entrants. 

70. The Council considered the recommendation of the 
Library Committee made at its meeting held on the 10th 
Febuary 1956 {Vide Appendix W/)-

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APPENDIX I 

{Ref. Academic Council Res. No. 3 of Feb* 13, 1956). 

A joint meeting of the University Grants Commission and 
the Inter-University Board was held at Aligarh -on 18th 
January. A note circulated by the University Grants Commi* 
ssion was the basis of the discussion. The following main points 
of policy were agreed to : — 

1. Three year Degree course : The Commission had stressed ' 
the urgency of taking early steps to introduce the three-year 
degree course It was, however, pointed out that all the Univer* 
sities oould not proceed at the same rate. The difficulties were 
specially great for the regional Universities which had to make 
large organisational as well as financial adjustments. It was 
agreed that such Universities required more time than unitary or 
federal Universities, 

2. With regard to the matter of financial loss or increased 
expenditure Shri Humayun Kabir, Acting Chairman, Grants 
Commission and Secretary to the Central Ministry of Education, 
informed the Vice-Chancellors that provision was being for 
substantial grants to the various State Governments for purposes 
of reorganisation and development of University Education during 
the second plan period. The Centre would exercise supervision 
to see that funds allotted for this purpose are not diverted to 
other channels. It was necessary however that States should 
contribute a matching grant in order to obtain grants from the 
Centre, 

3. With regard to the Intermediate Colleges and their future 
status, the Central Government had requested every State 
Government to set up a Committee consisting of a representative 
of the State Government, the Vice-Chancellor or Vice-Chancellors 
of Universities concerned, and the Chairman of the Secondary 
Education Board. This Committee should recommend; — 

{(i) the upgrading of certain Intermediate oollogos to Degree 
Collegos, or 

(6) the conversion of such colleges into multi-purpose Higher 
Secondary Schools. 

4. With regard to the future entrants to professional colleges, 
it wat felt that Ibero should be one year of pre-profeesional course 
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affcer the Higher Secondary School Certificate or after the Pre- 
University Course for present matriculates. The question as 
to whether this ‘course should be provided in wthe professional 
colleges or in the Degree colleges should be left to the decision 
of the University and the State Government, It was urged that 
admission to such Pre^University courses should be allowed on 
a purely selective basis and the numbers admitted should not 
be more than 20% of the intake of the professional colleges. 

5. Prof. Kabir also indicated that the Central Advisory 

Board had now recommended that the process of conversion of 
High Schools to Higher Secondary Schools should not bo so fast 
as had been originally intended. Much greater supervision will be 
exercised to see that satisfactory conditions by way of accom- 
modation^ staff and equipment were provided before a High 
School was upgraded. 

Prof, Kabir indicated that liberal grants will be available 
for the improvement of Libraries and laboratories. It was agreed 
that the requirements of differant Universities stood on different 
basis. While some had University Departments in almost all 
subjects, others had very few or none. Priority should be given 
to the more needy of the Universities so that they could develop 
post-graduate teaching both in Science and in Arts under Uni- 
versity supervision. 

It was stated that the Grants Commission has constituted 
two Committees-one for the maintenance of standards in the 
Indian Universities, and the other to examine the problem of 
medium of instructions at the University stage. 

Various other matters were also discussed, a summary of 
which is given in paras 4, 6 and 6 of the Grants Commission’s Note.

Meeting, 

Dated 3rd April, 1955. 
Item 10 : To consider the question of improving the S 3 'stem of 

examinations in Indian Universities. 

There is general agreement that the present system o£ 
evaluating the work of University students through public ejraroi- 
nafions alone is unsaf isfactory. It is also generally felt that the 
present connection between University examinations and employ- 
ment is a contributory cause to the unsatisfactory character of 
our University examinations. The University Education 
aeioD, 1P48, had recommended that greater use should be made of 
intelJigenoe and achievement jtesfcs and credit given for the olasB 
work done by the students. They had recommended that suitable 
objective tests should be developed. Pending the development 
of such objective tests they had recommended among other 
things that'- 

(?) a tJniversitjj' degree should not be required for Government 
adminiairative services, 

(tj) credit should be given for class work to the extent of 
* 1/3 of the marks allotted to each subject, 

(ti?) the mental strain of the students should foe reduced by 
periodical examinations spread over the throe yeors^ 
duration and not subjecting to one examination at 
the end of the period ail tho work done in the throe 
years, and 

(vi) the standards for success in examinations should, as far 
as possible, be aniFortn in the various Univereities and 
should be raised. 

No definite steps liav’o yot been taken to act upon the 
recommendations of tho University Education Commiseion and 
the position continues to bo unsatisfactory. It is understood that 
the Inter-University Board at its last mooting suggested that a 
study group or seminar may be organised for studying the quoBtion 
further. Tho University Grants Oommisaion may consider whot 
action it co\ild take in bringing about a reform in tho examination 
system in our Universities.

My dear 

In this fifth letter in the seriee on school discipline I wish 
to place before you some suggestions for the reform of examinations. 
You are aware of the various evil effects of an undue emphasis on 
examinations at various levels. Such over-emphaeia has tended 
to retard the initiative of the teacher, stereotype the curriculum, 
encourage mechanical and lifeless methods of teaching, discourage 
the spirit of experimentation and generally place the stress on wrong 
or uninoportant things. It is hardly necessary for me to point to 
other undesirable features of this undue stress on examinations. 
Intended primarily to measure the academic attainment of 
students, examinations do not test the other aspects of their 
development. The examiners often forget that the school of today 
is concerned not only with intellectual pursuits but also with the 
‘ emotional and social development of the child, his physical and 
mental health, his social adjustment, in a word, with the all round 
development of his personality If examinations are to be of real 
value, they must take into consideration this new outlock and 
attempt to assess the all round progress of the examinee. 

2, Even as a test of intellectual attainment, the validity of 
the present pattern of examinations has been widely questioned. 
It has been repeatedly pointed out, for instance, that the present 
method of examining it by means of essay-type questions has 
obvious limitations, as the evaluation depends on too many 
subjective factors. The likes and dislikes of the examiner, the 
chance selection of topics of preparation by the examinee and the 
elegance of the style maj^ have a decisive influence on the results. 
These examinations cannot therefore be relied upon as an accurate 
test oven in their own limited field. 

3. The undue emphasis on the final examination has other and 
oven more undesirable effects. In tlie brochure ou ‘Student 
Indiscipline^ I have discussed them at some length and would in 
this letter merely point out that as a result of such undue emphasis, 
the pupils tend to neglect their work throughout the year. Since 
their future will be largely determined by the final examination 
without regard to what they may have done during the whole year, 
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they place all their hopes in passing the examination. They there- 
fore cram for the last few months or weeks, and sometimes do a 
permanent damage to their health. Because they do not study 
steadily throughout the year, they lose the habit of continuous 
and sustained work. What is oven worse, they are at times tempted 
to resort to unfair practices to make up the shortcomings of lack 
of work for the whole year. One of the basic causes of student 
indiscipline can be traced to this unsatisfactory attitude towards 
the final examination, 

4. If these and allied defects of the examination system are to 

be removed, the following reforms should be urgently carried out ; 

(a) The number of external examinations should be cut down 
to the minimum. Attention is particularly invited to the 
recommendation ' of the Secondary Education Commission 
that there should be only one public examination to indicate 
the completion of the school course (r/de p. 151 of the 
Secondary Education Commission Report), 

[h) A reasonable proportion of marks — at least about 20%- 
in the Secondary School Leaving Certificate Examination 
should be reserved for the class work done by the pupil 
during the last two years of his school life. The cumulative 
record at the end of each quarter may be sent to the Board 
of Secondary Education, or the Directorate (depending on 
who conducts the S S. L C. Examination) and may ?be 
tabulated thoro so that the marks can be added to those 
obtained in the examination itself. 1 have already 
forwarded a recommendation on these linos to the Vico- 
ChanoeliOrs of Universities And Chairmen of Boards of 
Secondary Education. I hope you will now kindly pursue 
the matter \v:th the authorities concerned and ensure that 
the proposal is put into effect without undue delay. I must 
also make it clear that this is in addition to the Prime 
Minister's suggestion that the proposed changes in the 
examination system should first be confined to internal 
examinations in schools and colleges. 

(c) Within the school itself, the emphasis on one all important 
annual examination should bo reduced Some schools 
have already abandoned such examinations and achieved 
good results. They have introduced periodical, weekly 
and monthly tests for purposes of promotion. One system 
which keeps an effective cheek on work throughout the 
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year is to have two terminal examinations in addition to 
the annual examination. A total made up of 30% of the 
marks obtained in the first terminal, 40% of those in the 
second terminal and 60% of those in the annual gives the 
final evaluation for the year* 

(d) In fact, neither the external nor the internal examination, 
singly or jointly, can gives complete picture of a pupil's 
all round progress at any stage of education. For this 
purpose, a proper system of school records should be 
maintained indicating for every pupil the work done by 
him in school from day to day, month to month, term to 
term and from year to year. As an example of a good 
record form for use in schools, reference may be made to 
the Ministry's pamphlet No. 156 (School Record) which is 
based on work done by the National Foundation for 
Educational Research in England and the National 
Committee on Cumulative Records appointed by the U. S. 
Office of Education. The U. S, A. Record form is elaborate 
and detailed and may not be feasible for us due to the 
general lack of experience of our teachers and the non-avai- 
. lability of reliable measures of psychological attributes* 
There is, however, nothing to prevent us from introducing 
simple cards for recording information on the most salient 
aspects of child^a development and this is what the 
pamphlet mentioned above seeks to provide. With some 
'modifications here and there, it would, I feel prove suitable 
for use in schools throughout India. 

(c) I would also suggest that the subjective element, which is 
unavoidable in the present purely essay type examination, 
should be reduced by introducing side by side certain 
objective tests of attainments. Objective tests have also 
their drawbacks, for they may sometimes be a test of 
memory and information rather than of judgment of 
powers of reasoning. It is precisely in these fields that 
the essay-type of examination, if judiciously used, has 
certain adv^antages. It cannot however be accepted as the 
only valid method of measuring achievement. One of its 
greatest disadvantages is that it gives undue weight to 
verbal facility in which so many individual differences 
exist. A judicious combination of objective teats and 
essay-type of examinations, if corelated with the doy to 
day achievements of pupils as refiocted in their daily class

The following is the report of the deliberations of the Sub- 
Committeo: — 

1 . The Sub-Committee on the ‘‘Place of Social Sciences in 
Social Work Education^* adopted, at the outset, a frame of reference 
or its deliberations. The metnbsrs felt that it was necoeaary to 
give thought to the nature of the relationship between social work 
and social sciences before asBessing the contribution that social 
sciences could make to social work education. 

The Comraittee was unanimously of the view that a 
knowledge of various social sciences was essential for the proper 
understanding of the individual and of human society and their 
relationship, which were the primary concern of the social worker. 
This 18 not a platitude as it may sound because there is a school of 
thought which holds that social work only demands a cortain 
mental and emotional attitude and a background of scientific 
knowledge is not really easentiaU The Committee was of the 
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Opinion that the findings of the sncia! science^ had a significant 
bearing on the efficiency and prcpcr organisation of practical social 
w'ork. While thus acknowledging the debt of social work to the 
social sciences* the Committee emphasized that profeseionaJ social 
work has evolved and is evolving its own goals, techniques and 
content which are not extensively based on social sciences but 
have drawn upon other fields of knowledge like the humanities and 
some of the natural sciences. It was further pointed out that the 
effective practice of social work depended as much on the aptitude 
of the worker as on the use of specific techniques This raises social 
work practice to the position of an act for which the guidance 
provided by social sciences is useful but not by itself sufficient. 
Thus while stressing the role of social Boiences, the Committee 
recognised that the basic inspiration for social work must be drawn 
largely, as had been the case in the past, from ethical and reli- 
gious sources and the heard as well as the mind must pay atten- 
tion to the work. 

In view of the significant part played by the social 
sciences in the practice of social work, the Committee agreed that 
the teaching of social sciences should form an integral and impor- 
tant part of social work education. This is all the more necessary 
because, at present, the undergraduate courses of study do not 
generally provide adequate grounding in the social sciences The 
task of social work education and of instructors in Schools of 
Social Work, therefore, becomes two.fold. It has, on the one 
hand, to provide the basic content of the social sciences and, on 
the other, to orient this content to the special needs of social work 
practice. This necessitates the careful and intelligent shifting of 
the content of the social sciences, their integration with one 
another so far as possible and with the requirements of social 
work practice. The problem, therefore, is not merely one of 
incorporating social science content into the curriculum but of 
selection from the point of view of significance and relevance to 
the objective in view. An attempt should be made to avoid over- 
loading and to guard ogainst the dangers of exceseivo specialisa- 
tion and the emphasis should be placed on proper and effective 
assimilation so that knowlodgo may pass into intolligent practice. 

A f ter having broadly defined the relationship botwoan social 
srienccB and social work, the Committee next directed its atten^ 
tion to the question of the specific social science content that 
should form a part of social work education. The Committee did 
not consider it feasible, within the time at its disposal, to make an 
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exhaustive list of the specific concepts derived from the 'several 
social sciences which should be included in the syllabus of social 
work education. By way of illustration and to indicate the liite of 
approacch, it would like, to point out that amongst the important 
concepts derived from the social sciences that wore basic to social 
work are (i) the ‘‘holistic’’ approach to the study of social proli- 
loms, (ii) a recognition of the relativity of cultural norms, (iii) a 
study of the reconditioning of individual personality through 
rultural environmental factors and (iv) a\varenes8 of the relation 
between modern technological development and other social 
phenomena, which inv’olvo a tremendous widening of the scope of 
individual-group relationship. It was, however, agreed that care- 
ful study and thbught should be given to this problem before wo 
could satisfactorily define the social science content of social woik 
education and that this work should be done by the faculty members 
of schools of social work in co-operation with suitable social 
scientists. 

3i The committee then proceeded to discuss the difficulties 

of social science teaching in Schools of Social Work. Those difficul- 
iias consisted of (a) the paucity of time available for social science 
teaching during the two^years training preiod, (b) the difficulty of 
employing full time teachers in each of the social soionoes in 
Schools of Social Work, and (c) tho problems of adjustment of 
social scientists to the special needs and problems in Schools of 
Social Work. These problems of adjustment stem largely from (i) 
tho lack of clarity regarding tho respective roles of social work 
and social science teachers (ii) the divergence to some extent of 
their respective approaches and values, and (iii) the difficulty 
relating to their effective participation in field-work supervision. 
After discussing these difficulties and problems, tho Committee 
arrived at the following general conclusions, 

i. Ideally, teachers of the social sciences in a School of 
Social Work should bo persons who have adequate qualifications 
both in sncial sciences and social work. 

ii. Since it was not possible to staff all Schools witli such 
teachers possessing both types of quafificaiions, it was ngreoil that 
tho next best alternative was tho employment of such social science 
teachers as had adequate qiialifications in their respective subjects 
and had acceptable social work exp^-rionco. “Acceptable” may 
sound bo bo rather a vague term but tho implication is that tho 
appointing authorities and aolootion committees should aescHe the 
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nature and the type of field experience possessed by the candidates 
with reference to the work that they will have to do. It was, how- 
ever, the view of a majority of members that such tehchers should 
not teach social work subjects nor should they supervise the field- 
work of students. Some members, on the other ‘hand, expressed 
the view that social science teachers, with adequate social work 
experience, should be given the opportunity to participate in and 
supervise the field-work of students, which will, incidentally, 
enable them to do theii* teaching work more forcefiilly and 
realistically. 

4. Once the importance of social sciences for social work 

education has been accepted, it becomes important to see how'new 
trends and developments in the social science^ can be progressively;^ 
incorporated in social work practice. For this purpose, the 
Committee recommended the following two measures : 

(% ) The provision of a forum where social workes and social 
scientists could meet occasionally to exchange their 
knowledge and experience. 

(??) The production of literature which will maintain and 
foster proper relationship between social sciences and 
social work and bring newer developments in the field of 
Social sciences to the knowledge of students as well as 
trained social workers in the field. In this connection, 
the need for promoting the development of materials 
relating to Indian conditions was stressed and it was 
pointed out that this literature should include short 
folders, brochures, reports, etc., which could be studied 
easily by the busy workers in the field also. The lead in 
this work must necessarily be taken by the members of 
the Faculty in the Schools of Social Work.

The second meeting of the Committee appointed by- the 
Syndicate vide its resolution No. 2 of the 12th March 1955, to 
examine the question of re-examination of answer-books, was held 
on the 24th January 1956 at 12-30 p. m. at the University Office at 
which, besides the Vice-Chancellor and the Registrar, the Deans of 
the Raoulties of Science, Commerce, Law and Medicine were present 

1. The entire question was discussed and the feeling of the 
Committee was that, at this stage, no radical change be made. 

2. The Committee, however, favoured that the question of 
improving the present system of examinations should be kept 
prominently m mind. The Vice-Chancellor stated that at the 
Inter-University Board meeting it was decided that all the Univer- 
sities be addressed on the subject and asked to try certain pilot 
experiments for improvement in the methods of examination. The 
Inter-University Board will hold a Conference next year to which 
some international experts will also bo invited whore the various 
suggestions based on actual experiments carried out by different 
Universities as well as the praotice prevailing in other countries 
will bo examined and suggestions made for general improvement 
in the system. 

3. The question of the method of marking of sessional work 
was also discussed. It was felt that the present system was 
unsatisfactory in so-far-as no continuous record was kept of the 
sessional work. The Committee was of the opinion that the 
sessional work should be marked at the end of each term ( i o. 
quarterly ) and the marks given should be sent through the Princi- 
pal of the college concerned or the Head of University Department 
to the Registrar for record in the office. At the time of the final 
assessment, regular note-books and other work done by the 
candidates should be sent to the External Examiner and his 
opinion on the marking of the Internal Examiner askotl for, 

4. Prof, M, V. Mathur stressed the importance of sessional 
and tutorial work in Arts subjects at the Post-graduate stage 
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and suggested that 20% marks be reserved for such work. The 
Cornmitteo was, however, of the opinion that at the present stage 
it may not be desirable to modify our existing regulations but that 
the University Department of Economics in particular and other 
institutions teaching post-graduate Arts classes, tnay start an 
experiment of maintaining a record of sessional work. The data 
thus collected will be compared with the final attaioments of the 
candidates in the Annual Examination and on the basis of this 
further steps may be taken. 

5. Col Kasliwal pointed out that while in Engineering and 

Science subjects, some credit was given for sessional work, at 
present no credit for sessional work was given at the Medical 
Examinations. He suggested that 16% marks of the Practical 
Examination be reserved for sessional work. The Committee 
approved of this in pn’ncipfe. 

The Committee resolved that the recommendations of this 
committee be placed before the Academic Council.

The Syndicate considered letter No. D. 2960/F. 11 
( 350 ) EDU/55 dated the 5th January 1956 received from the 
Education Secietary to the Government of Rajasthan, Jaipur, 
requesting for exemption of Shri C. B. Mamoria, Lecturer in 
Commerce, M, B. College, Udaipur, from the minimum qualifica- 
tions prescribed by the University for lecturers in Geography in 
the Faculty cf Arts for various stages of University Education. 

Resolved that the request for exemption of Shri T^Iamoria 
be not granted. 

11 . The Syndicate considered letter No. EDB/GCL/53/54A 
367 dated the 9th January 1956 from the Director of Education, 
Rajasthan, requesting to exempt Shri Mohammed Ali Khan, 
P. T. I., Governn'ent High School, Kuchaman City, from the 
minimum qualifications prescribed by the University for Physical 
Training Instruct :rs in recognised High Schools. 

Shri Mohammed Ali Khan has had a military career. He 
attended the military training course at Lucknow, Abmednagar 
and Babina and possessed a good knowdedge of Drill w'ork, P, T., 
Games and Sports, He had been working as Physical Training 
Instructor in the Kuchaman High School for the last four years. 

Resolved that Shri Mohammed Ali Khan be allowed to 
work as a Physical Training Instructor upto and for the High 
School classes only. 
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12> The Syndicate considered letter No, P/1723 dated the 

9th January 1956 from the Secretary, Managing Committee of 
Jain Intermediate College, Bikaner, strongly recommending 
the application of Shri MegJi Singh, Physical Training Instruc- 
tor in the college, for exemption from the minimum qualifica- 
tions prescribed by the University for Physical Training Ins- 
tructors, in the affiliated Intermediate colleges.

sent to Shri Bhatnagar on the 25th January 1956 (confirmed by 
post) informing him to treat the appointment cancelled unless he 
joined by the 4th February 1956 (a fortnight’s notice), and (3) no 
reply having been received *from him to any of the above 
communications, another telegram was sent on the 6tb February 
1956 cancelling his appointment which was confirmed by a 
registered A, D. letter on the same date. 
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Resolved that the above report be recorded and the orders 
of the Vice-Chancellor appointing Shri P. N. Diwan, LL. M , as 
a tempoiary part-time lecturer in the University Law College 
on Rs. 225/- (fixed) per month for two months against the post 
be confirmed.

16. The Syndicr.ta confirmed the action taken by the Vice-

(f) granting special admissions in the First B E, class of 
the Bir^a Engineering College, Pilani to M/s. Surendra 
Mani Bhai Amin and Syed Yusuf Hussain who were 
nominees of the External Affairs Ministry, Government 
of India and the Dy, High Commissioner for India in 
Pakistan, and had passed their Inter. Science Examina- 
tion f o n the Baicda University, Baroda and the 
Board of Secondary Education, Panjab, Lahore 
(Pakistan), respectively, which are at present not 
recognised by the Univeisity; and entertaining their 
application forms for the F. E. Examination of 1956 
after the expiry of the due date on that account.

17. The Syndicate considered a D. O. Letter No. Loan/28, 
dated the 18th February 1956 from Dr. P. T. Rajii, University 
Professor of Philosophy, Jodhpur, requesting that he might be 
permitted to avail of the loan of a sum of Rs. dOOO/- sanctioned 
to him by the Syndicate (vide its resolution No. 33 (h), dated the 
27th October 1950 ) on the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee. 
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Resolved that the loan already sanctioned to Dr. Raju 
be given to him on the conditions laid down. It should, however, 
be seen that he pays back the whole money together with interest 
before he retires. 

18. The Syndicate considered a letter No. 441-6 4456 dated 
the 13th February 1956 from the Secretary, Inter- University 
Board of India, informing that at its last meeting held at Aligarh, 
the Board, with a view to securing uniformity of standards in 
Veterinary Science in Universities, appointed a sub-committee 
consisting of Principals of certain Veterinary colleges, including 
the Rajasthan college to go into the Avhole questron of the courses 
of studies, schemes of examinations, etc.; and requesting the 
University to depute at its own expense the Principal or any 
other member of the staff of the Veterinary college to attend the 
meeting on the date and at a p^ace to be announced later. 

Resolved that Major A. C. Aggarwala, Principal, Rajasthan 
Veterinary College, Bikaner, be deputed to attend the meeting of 
the Committee appointed by the Inter-University Board. He be 
paid bis T. A. by the University at the rates prescribed for 
members. 

19. The Syndicate considered a letter No. 4472-4504 dated 
the 14th Februaiy 1956 from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board of India, requesting the University to nominate and send 
at its own expense the Head of the department of Commerce or 
any other member of the Faculty to attend the meeting of the 
heads of commerce departments in the Universities, to be 
convened by the Board in terms of the following resolution of 
the Board passed at its last meeting held at Aligarh in Januaiy 
1956:- 

‘‘Resolved that in view of the re -organised courses of 
studies in the Universities, where such F.aculty exists, 
be invited to go into the question of maintaining 
uniformity of standards and mutual recognition of the 
B. Com, degree and to draw up a scheme for the three 
year degree course in Commerce so that a certain 
amount of uniformity may be attained in the different 
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Universities, and to submit 'a preliminary report to the 
Board, and that the Universities be requested to meet 
the travelling’ and lialting allowances of the heads of 
the department concerned for attending the meeting*’. 

Resolved that the Dean of the Faculty of Commerce be 
nominated to attend the meeting of the Committee appointed by 
the Inter-University Board, He be paid his T. A. by the Univer- 
sity at the rates prescribed for members. 

20 . The Syndicate considered a letter No. 4342-4374 dated 
the 10th February 1956 from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board of India, requesting that the suggestions with regard to 
the classification of successful candidates at different examinations, 
as envisaged in the following resolution of the Board passed at 
its fast A/fgarh meeting held in January 1955, be favourably 
considered by the University and adopted m regard to candidates 
joining for the several courses from the academic year 1956-57 : 

** Resolved that : The Inter-University Board is of 
opinion that this is a question which should largely be 
left to individual Universities to consider, but would 
however suggest to the Universities that it is necessary 
to have a fairly high percentage, not less than 60% for 
a First class, that they may consider the possibility of 
having two classes only for post-graduate qualifica- 
tions, and that the possibility of using symbolic repre- 
sentation for the classes awarded may be considered 
by the Universities for the different examinations : — 

(A) to represent First class, 60% or over. 

(B) plus to represent Second class, 55% and over but 
lesss than 60%. 

(B) to represent Second class, 50% and over but less 
than 55?^. 

(C) plus to represent Third class, 4s"»% and over but 
less than 50%. 

(C) to represent Third class 40% and over but less 
than 45%, 
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Distinctions will bo given in any subject for those 
getting 75% and above and denoted by the letter ‘D’. 

Resolved Unit the matter be referred to ihe Committee 
appointed in connection with the Re-organisation of the Univer- 
sity education. 

21. Under Ordinar.ee 138, the Syndicate, considered the 
reports of the referees appointed to examine the thesis on the 
subject — ‘Alevvar in Pre-Mughal India* submitted by Slid Mithan 
Lai Mathur, for the award of the Ph. D. Degree. 

Resolved that the reports of the referees recommending the 
award of the Ph. D. degree be accepted and degree of Ph. D. be 
awarded to Shri Mithan Lai Mathur on the thesis submitted 
by him, 

22. The S 3 mdicate confirmed the action taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor in — 

(i) allowing T. A. by road from Jhunjhunu to Dudwa- 
khera and back, to Shn N. L. Gupta, Principal Seih 
Motilal Inter. College, Jhunjhunu, since the journey 
by train was longer and very inconvenient, Shri Gupta 
undertook the journey to inspect Saraswati Girls’ 
Middle School, Dudwakhera. 

(li) extending hospitality to Prof. P. E. Dustoor of the 
Allahabad University (accompanied by his wife) who 
vas invited to deliver an extension lecture at the 
Maharaja’s College, Jaipur and the Dungar College 
Bikaner. 

(iii) sanctioning T, A. to Shri S. N. Gupta (an expert called 
from Calcutta to advise the Building Committee) from 
Jaipur to Calcutta, via Delhi, which is a longer route 
on the ground that travelling by shorter route, viz. 
via Agra, was very inconvenient to Shri Gupta. 

23. With reference to Syndicate resolution No. 19 dated 
the 25th October 1954, the Registrar reported the receipt of letter 
No. D6585/55/FII (lOS) Edu-55 dated the 9th April, 1955 from 
the Education Secretary, Rajasthan Government, Jaipur, 
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forwarded by the Principal, Law College, Jaipur, vide his endorse- 
ment No. 250/E 13 dated the 11th April 1955, communicating 
the sanction of the Governmet to the retirement of Shri Girja 
Prasad, Head Clerk, University Law College, from the 7th July 
1953. The Syndicate confirmed the action taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor in taking over the services of Shri Girja Prasad 
peimanently in the UniversUy with effect from the same date 
viz, 7th July 1953, and allowing him the benefit of Provident 
Fund from the same date and fixing his pay at Rs. 132/- p. m. m 
the grade of Rs. 100- 8-180-10 -220 with effect from the 26th 
Sept. 1953 (the date of his annual increment in the old grade). 

24 . The Syndicate considered a letter No. 1833/G-1-128 
dated the 24th February 1955 from Shri K. L. Varma, Principal, 
Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, regarding non-availability of the 
Intermediate General Science book. It was also reported that 
the Social Studies book too had not been available to the students 
till January 1956. 

The Syndicate viewed with disappointment the undue delay 
caused in bringing out the two books and resolved that the fact 
be borne in ni'nd when the question of the appointment of paper- 
setters in the subjects of General Science and Social Studies fcr 
the Intermediate Examinations of 1957 is taken up. 

25 . With reference to its resolution No. 31 dated the 23rd 
January 1956, the Syndicate considered letter dated 29tli February 
1956 from Shri K. L. Bordia, Headmaster, Vidj^abhawan, 
Udaipur and author of the book ‘Samajik Gyan’ (text-book on 
Social Studies) published by the University for the High School 
classes, submitting details of the portions of the book ‘Samajik 
Gyan’ which he wants to use in his new publication, and con- 
firming that the permission, if given by the University would be 
duly acknov/ledged b3' him. 

Resolved that the Vice-Chancellor might examine the case 
and pass necessary orders thereon. 

26. The Registrar put up for clarification the matter of 
granting half freeships to the students of the Economics Depart- 
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ment slating that the Head of the department had been reco- 
mmending half freeships @10% freeships or 20% half freeships, 
while the Syndicate mVg its resolution No 13, dated the ICth 
August 1950 had resolved that two half freeships be given to 
the students of the Economics Department every year. 

The Syndicate recorded that the former decision for 
granting two halWreeships only was given when the Department 
had only one M. A. Previous class, and confirmed the grant of 
half freeships on the basis of 10% freeships. 

27. The Syndicate examined the case of admission to the 
Inter. Science Examination of 1956 of Miss Kamlesh Dua 
( as requested by her father-Shri Krishan Dev Dua, P. W. I., 
Kotah ) who was granted provisional admission to the Second 
year class in Government College Kota subject to the production 
of qualifying certificate and transfer certificate. 

Resolved that in view of the fact that her admission did not 
conform to the requirements of the University, z. e. as she had 
not passed the Matriculation Examination of the Punjab Univer- 
sity in five subjects, her admission to a college in this Univer- 
sity was irregular and she could not be allowed to sit for the 
Intermediate Science Examination. 

Resolved further that pTovisiQuoX admission be in future 
granted sparingly and in no case a provisional admission be 
allowed to extend beyond 15th September. If a candidate does 
not submit the necessary documents before this date, his admi- 
ssion be cancelled, except in special circumstances, where the 
Vice-Chancellor may extend the date if he is satisfied with the 
reasons of delay. A circular to the above effect be addressed to 
all Principals requesting them to be very careful in all cases 
of admission. In the present case the Principal of the Govt. 
College, Kota be informed that the Syndicate viewed with concern 
the negligence of the Principal’s office in not calling for the 
qualifying certificate from Miss Dua, earlier.

Local examiners will kindly make it 
convenient to come to the University office on the seventh day 
from the date on which the question paper is given to the candi- 
dates at the centres, as per examination programme sent herewith, 
to take delivery of their respective packets of answer-hooks. 
They will also please bring with them the appointment letter to 
facilitate delivery of the packets. 

Safe custody of Answer-books. 

3. Before commencing the work, the answer books bo plesso 
arranged in serial order, and all answer-books be kept under lock 
and key when they are not being assessed. 

Procedure for examining Answer-books. 

4. In a paper in which there is more than one examiner, the 
Paper-Setter acts as tlie Hoad Examiner and others as Co-examiners 
for purposes of co-ordination and uniform standard of marking. 

* There are additional Head Examiners in each of the five 
compulsory subjeots and some of the optional subjects. The addi* 
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tional Head Exaininere will act as the head examiners for the co* 
examiners put under them. The Head Examiner and the additional 
head examiners will meet together immediately after the question 
paper is set for the purpose of setting their standard of marking the 
answer kooks and preparing instruotions to be issued to the cq* 
examiners and determining the ways and means of achieving co- 
ordination. After this has been done they will proceed with the 
works ntid send instructions and model answer-books to the 
respective co-examiners put under them. 

5. The Head-Examiner having six or less co-examiners shall 
send five answer books assessed by him along with written instruc- 
tions to indicate his standard of marking and proper distribution 
and spacing of marks, to every co-examiner within three days of 
his having received the first parcel of answer-books. In case ho has 
more than six oo-oxaminors he will be allowed five days for sending 
6 model answer books and instructions to each of his co-oxaminerst 
He shall inform the Registrar as to the date ho despatched instruc- 
tions and model answer-books to his co-examiners, and shall also 
send him a copy of the instructions. The mode) answer books 
should, QB far as possible, be representative of all calibre of candi- 
dates, failure, third, second and first divisioners. The co-examiners 
shall adjust, as far as possible, their standards of marking to those 
of their head-examiuers. When sending models, the Head Exami- 
ners will keep with them a copy of the marks awarded. 

6, Co-oxaminors will please immediately start asaeasing the 
answer books on receipt of instructions and model answer-books 
from head-examiners and shall follow the instructions convoyed to 
them. To verify that they have followed the instructions, and with 
a view to determine whether the standard aimed at has boon 
attained, they will assess ten answer-books and send them {in sealed 
reghtci ed paclcei ) within two days for re-examination to the head 
examiner who will signify his approval or dissent by wiro within 
three days of the receipt of answer books in case he has six or less 
co-oxaminors and within five days in case he has more co-exami- 
ners In case of dissent, fresh instructions will, if necessary, be 
despatched to the co-examiner concerned within the same time 
limit, as mentioned above. When sending answer-books for Hond- 
Examiner's approval, tho co examiner will keep with him a copy of 
the marks awarded. Ho shall communicate to the Head Examiner, 
when sending the models, the total number of answer-books. Roll 
Number wise, received by him for marking. 
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7. A QO-examiner who does not get instructions &nd for 

model answer-books from the head-examiner within 15 days from 
tho date the paper was set, or if the Head Examiner does not get 
the first 10 answer-books from a co-examiner within 10 days of 
the despatch of models to him, he should remind the head examiner 
or the co-examiner, as the case may be, by wire and also inform 
the Registrar by wire. 

Every head-examiner shall call for at least 15 answer- 
books more in two further instalments of ten and five each from 
his co-examiners, not necessarily in serial order. The head- 
examiners are free to call for more answer-books from any co- 
examiner, if they deem it necessary for their satisfaction. 

9. The head-examiner shall see that uniformity of standard 

is maintained by all his co-examinera. To achieve this end, he 
may issue fresh instructions to any or all of his co-examiners, 
from time to time. But when he changes the award of marks given 
by any co-examiner as a result of re-examining the answer books, 
he shall inform the oo-exammer concerned and the Registrar with 
reasons for change of award; and if the eo-examiner disagrees 
With the head-examiner, he shell inform the Registrar with his 
reasons, who would then refer the matter to the Vice-Chancellor. 
All changes in marks should be entered on the answer-books and 
in foil and counterfoil concerned and be initialled by the examiner 
doing the corrections. 

JVofg—No change in marks is to bo made after the foils and counter-foils have 
oon despatched to the Tabulators Only in very special cases should the Hoad Examiners 
request the Tabulators to change the marks vith adequate reasons, under intimation to 
the Registrar. 

. The maximum and minimum marks in your paper are 
given in the printed letter sent herewith. 

The minimum percentage of marks required for a pass in 
the first, second and third divisions is 60, 45 and 33, respectively in 
the aggregate. Marks will be allotted on the basis of the maximum 

marks assigned to the question pa'per and not on any arbitrary 
standard. 

Noting of marks on f he ans\> cr-books. 

lU (^) The examiner should please note in legible figures in 
each answor.book against each answer, the number of marks he 
allots to it. Simultaneously with this, he should also note the 
marks for each answer in the appropriate column on tho cover 
of tho answer book. If there are (a), (5), (c) parts under any 
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queBfcion and separate marks are assigned to them they should be 
entered on the cover as under: -

The above should be done very carefully and checked 
twice, so that no mistake may occur in totalling or entering the 
marks. Any answer which deserves no mark should not be passed 
over unmarked but a zero should be down against it. This is 
lequired to facilitate the work of scrutiny and re checking. If a 
candidate has used more than one answer book marks should be 
entered in the appropriate column on the cover of the first answer- 
book, for those answers also which have been written on second 
or subsequent answer^books. After the marking is finished, the 
examiner should put his initials on the cover of the answer book 
at the place provided for the purpose. 

(6) No fraction should be entered in the roll list, but if 
there bo a fraction in the total of the marks assigned, it should ba 
inoreasad to the next whole number. For example, if a candidato 
gets 27J or 27^ marks, it should be entered as 28 in the roll list and 
answer-book.

(6) Examiners should satisfy themselves that no marks 
have been entered in the raarkslips against a wrong roll number* 

Despatch of foils and counterfoils. 

14. As soon as about 100 answer-books have been examined, 
the foils and counter foils containing -their marks should be torn 
off, arranged in serial order, and sent in cloth lined covers duly 
sealed by registered post, in the case of head-examiners and 
examiners who have no co-examiners under them, to the Tabu- 
lators oono*^rned, and in the case of co-examinors to their head- 
examiner in the paper. The head examiner should, after satisfying 
himself by scrutiny that tho marking is generally correct, and 
marks of no candidates are loft unentered, forward the foils and 
counterfoils arranged serially, to tho Tabulators concerned, as 
soon as possible, a list of whom is sent herewith.

16. Exatninera will be he d rcaponsible for faulty packing of 
foils and counterfoila which should be packed in cloth, if they are 
too heavy for envelopes. If en^’elopes are used, they must be 
cloth-lined. Particular attention is invited to this rule, every 
departure from which shall be brought to the notice of the Reg'- 
atrar by the Tabulators and Head-Esaminers. 

Examination Report by co-Examiners and Additional Head Examiner. 

17. Co-examiners shall send to the head examiner through 
registered post as soon as the marking is completed, a report on 
the work of the candidates whose answer-books they have oxa* 
mined on the proscribed form, sent herewith. Additional sheets 
may be added, if necessary, but the opening sheet should be on the 
paper sent. They shall also bring to the notice of their head exa- 
miner any other matter connected with the examination which in 
their opinion deserves to be communicated to the liead examiner. 
These reports shall bo made to the liead examiner within one week 
of the last date for the despatch of the last foil and countorfoil 
of marks to the head esarniner. The cO'-examinora should, whore 
possible, please incorporate in their reports one or two examples 
of questions which wore rightly and wrongly answered by cand- 
idates in the examination together with the marks awarded in 
each case. While despatching the marks the oxaroinera should 
please keep with them a record of the total number of candidates 
appeared and passed in their paper ( division-wise J to enable them 
to enter the same in their reports and calculate the porcentsgo 
of passes. 

The additional Head Examiner shall first draft his indivi. 
dual report on the anewer- books marked by him, When reports 
from his co-exnminores have been received by him he will go through 
them and prepare a consolidated report, and send it together with 
the reports of his co-exominers as well as his own to Hoad Exa* 
miner through registered post within a fortnight of the last date 
for the despatch of marks to the tabulators. 

Examination Reports by Head Examiners. 

18. The Hoad Examiner shall first draft his individual report 
on the answer-books marked by him, When the reports from hw 
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co-exarainors have been received, he will go through them and 
prepare a consolidated report. On the basis of these consolidated 
reports received from the additional head examiner (s), if any, as 
well as hie own, he will prepare a general report on the whole 
examination which will be printed. This report of the head- 
examiner should be complete and self 'Contained and should be 
written legibly or typed on one side only of the prescribed form 
enclosed. Additional sheets may be added, if necessary, but the 
opening sheet should be on the paper sent. Reference to the reports 
of co-examiners as also to any particular institution shall be 
avoided. The report should contain observations on the quality 
of the work with necessary suggestions for its improvement. If 
any criticism is to be made regarding syllabuses, courses of study, 
text-books, question-papers, the work of co-examiners, or any 
other cognate matter, it should be made m a separate report to 
the Registrar and not incorporated in the body of the general 
report. The head examiner’s report shall bo sent to the Registrar 
through registered post along with the reports of his co-examiners, 
and the additional head-examiners, if any, witliin a fortnight of 
the date for the despatch of the last foil and counterfoil of marks 
to the Tabulators or, where there is additional head-examiner 
within a fortnight after the receipt of the reports from the 
additional head-oxaminor. The head-examiner should, where 
possible, please incorporate in the general report one or two exam* 
pies of questions which wore rightly and wrongly answered by the 
candidates in the examination together with the marks awarded 
in each case. 

Examination Reports by Examiners who Iiavc no Co-examiners. 

The reports of the examiners or paper-setters who have no 
co-examinera under them shall be sent to the Registrar through 
registered post within one week of the last date for the despatch 
of the last foil and counterfoil of mark slips to the Tabulators. 
The Examiners should, where possible, please incorporate in their 
reports one or two examples of questions which w^to rightly and 
wrongly answered by the candidates in the examination together 
with the marks awarded in each case 

The examinathn report should not be sent )vith the ansn'er-books^ 
It must kindly be sent in a separate cover, per registered post, 

19, Head-Examiners or examiners who have no co-examinora 
with them, should immediately bring to the notice of the Registrar, 
in case the percentage of passes in n certain paper goes below 60 
per cent or there is some other Eorious discrepancy. The additional 
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head examiner should bring it to the notice the of Head-examinor, 
and vicc-vcrsa* Similarly, the co-examiners should bring it to tho 
notice of the head-examiners in case the percentage of passes goes 
below 50 per cent. 

20. If in the course of tho examination of the answer-books, 
the examiner has reason to suspect that unfair means have been 
used by any candidate, he should at once please submit a confi- 
dential report to the head^examiner or in cases where there is no 
head examiner, to the Registrar enclosing the candidate's answer, 
book and giving the grounds for his suspicion. The Head Examiner 
should forward the suspected answer-book with his own opinion 
and the report of the oo-examiner to the Registrar, who will refer 
the matter to the Results Committee for decision. He should also 
inform the tabulator about it. 

Despatch of marked answer boolcs to the Registrar. 

21, Tho answer-books received for re-examination from iho 
co-examiners should be returned to the office of the Registrar by 
tho head examiner or additional head examiner with his own share 
in ono instalment, each placed in a separate packet. It would be 
much appreciated if an indication as to tho name of the examiner 
to whom the answer books were originally allotted is given to faci- 
litate their sorting in the Univoraity Office. Sirailary, answer 
books, received as models from the hood examiner should bo 
returned to the office of the Registrar by the co-oxaminer along 
with other answer books, when the whole of the marking is finishod. 
The head examiner and co examiners should please keep a record 
of all answer books sent by him to co-examiners and bond oxarai* 
nets, as the cate may be, in the statomemt ( Appendix ) sent 
herewith. At the end of the examination, the statement should 
bo sent to this office placed in the parcel coutainmg marked 
answer books. 

The marked answer-books, arranged roll number wise, 
should pleaso be sent “To Pay’^ to the Registrar, per passenger 
train within 16 days ( within one week in case of examiners in the 
subjects in which there are no co-examiners ) of tlie last date for the 
despatch of the last foil and counterfoil of marks-slips to the head- 
examiner or tho tabulators, as tho easemoy bo. If the co-oxarainers 
do not hear anything further from their head examiners within ten 
days of the despatch of the last marks, they could send the answer 
books oven after 10 days. The head examiners or the additional 
head examinora should not detain the answer books with them for 
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drawing up the consolidated report. The Railway Receipt should 
be sent per registered post along with a covering letter mentioning 
the nanio of examination, subject and paper of which these answer 
books are in the self addressed coloured envelope of the Registrar 
supplied herewith.

12. Marks obtained by the candidates should please bo 
entered on the foils and counterfoils of the Roll List provided for 
the purpose. Before posting marks, the name of the subject and 
paper and the maximum marks the paper carries be entered on the 
top. The marks obtained by the candidates should then bo 
carefully entered from the answer-books first on the foil and then 
again from the answer-books on the counterfoil both in figures (in 
the last column) as well as in words (in column 3). The foil may 
then be compared with the counterfoil. This procedure is 
suggested with a view to avoid any difference between the two, 
which is necessary, as for as possible, in the interests of efficient 
tabulation of results. Each mark shoot be signed at the bottom 
and doted. The word 'Abst' be written against roll numbers 
reported ns absent by the Superintendent of the Centres, and the 
words “unfair means’^ against those found using unfair means in 
the examination. 

Fractions of marks may please not bo entered in the marks 
list. If there he a fraction in the total number of marks aworded, 
it may bo increased to the next whole number for example; 27J Or 
27J should be entered as 28. 
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Despatch of foils and counterfoils. 

13. Examiners aro~requeatGd fco despatch foils and counter- 
foils of mark to the tabulators in regular (short) intervals rather 
than all the marks in one lot at the very end, to facilitate the work 
of the tabulators With this end in view, it is suggested that as 
soon as about 100 anawer^books are assessed and marks duly enter- 
ed on the foils and counter-foils concerned, the foils and counter- 
foils be sent, in a cloth-lined cover, duly sealed and registered, by 
the head examiners to the tabulators, whose names and addresses 
are given in the printed forwarding letter sent herewith, and by 
the co-examinera to their head-examiners.

Procedure in Regard to the Holding of the Practical 
Examination in Physics for the Intermediate 
(Science) Examination of i95 

{To he read with the foruardtug letter ) 

1. The external Examiner should fix the date or dates for 
holding the practical examination in consultation with the Professor 
of the College concerned, two weeks before the date on which ho 
intends to commence the examination. He should 'immediately 
communicate the date or dates to the University office so that the 
private candidates may be informed of it well in time The need 
for taking prompt action in the matter cannot be too strongly 
emphasizad. If he has to examine more than one institution, he 
should, as far as possible, arrange his programme in such a way that 
the whole work in one direction might be finished in one trip and 
the need for going again in the same direction might not arise. 

2. The head examiner will set the question paper for each 
centre and will also please send to his co-examiners, further 
instructions, if any, regarding the conduct of practical examination 
at the centre or centres, so as to reach them at least a week before 
the date fixed for holding the practical examination. 

3, In the practical examination candidates may be required— 
( i ) To repeat any of the experiments which they have 

performed. 

(ii) To perform other simple experiments in the prescri- 
bed course, which may be required by the external 
examiner. 

4, No one except the external and internal ^examiners shall 
be present in the Laboratory during the practical examination 
unless desired by the external examiner. The Principal of the 
college shall exercise general supervision over the examination. 

5. Candidates will not be allowed the use of charts, note- 
books etc , during the practical examination. The use of stencils, 
logarithmic table and drawing instruments is allowed. 

6. The external examiner will send the marks awarded by 
him to each candidate to the head examiner (who will scrutinise 
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and forward them to the Tabulator after the commencement of the 
examination) by registered post in a single package. If an noknowi» 
lodgment is desired, the package should be sent '‘acknowledgment 
due.*' The names of the candidates should be correctly spelt and 
entered in the mark-list in strict alphabetical order. Private candi- 
dates should be noted aS such. 


Examiners are particularly requested not to send different 
parts of mark sheets relating to the same institution ot different 
times. There is no objection to the packages relating to more than 
one institution being enclosed in a single cover for the post, but 
papers regarding each institution should be stitclied together.

9, The external examiner must send in a brief report upon 
the work done in each laboratory by the students collectively as 
indicated both by the examination work and the note-books. 

10, The practical examiners should not give auxiliary marks 
to the candidate if the experiment proper has not been performed 
by him and the observations duly entered and verified by the 
examiners as it is possible for a candidate to obtain sufficient 
marks for passing without performing the experiments but by 
only satisfying the instructions of the Head Examiner for the 
qualifying parts.

1/- for the duplicate copy 
of the admission card ’The roll numbers and names of such 
candidates should be reported to the Registrar by the Superinten- 
dent of the centre at the close of the examination. 

(c) Candidates who arrive late for any paper are not entitled 
to be admitted to tho examination hall after the hour fixed for 
the commencement of the examination. In exceptional oases tho 
Superintendents may, at their discretion, allow a grace of not 
more than half an hoin\ after ascertaining that no candidate had 
left the examination hall till then. All such oases should, however, 
be reported to the Registrar. No extra time should be given to 
these candidates. 

{d) Candidates are to be assembled without books, papers 
or reference of any kind. It may be notified to them beforehand 
that they will be expelled from the examination, if found in posse- 
ssion of books or papers. Suitable arrangements for placing books 
etc. outside the examination rooms should be made by the 
Superintendent. 

(e) The Superintendent should please see that no candidate 
who is actually suffering from an infectious disease^ such as small- 
pox, plague, influenza, etc or who, though convalescent is not free 
from infection, is allowed to sit for the examination, If any such 
candidate is discovered after the examination has begun, immodiato 
steps should please bo taken to see that his papers are destroyed 
and that other disinfecting measures are carried out. 

(/) Rules for tVio guidance of candidates sent herewith, 
should please bo read out to the candidates on tho first day and 
then pasted on tho notice board outside the examination hall. 

Distribution of Ans^ver-books. 

9 (o) Before giving answer-books to Iho candidaloff, tho 

Superintendent must kindiy affix a faacimilo stamp of tho signature 
of tho Rogialrar sent eoparatoly on tho covore of all answor-booUa 
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and answer sheets to bo used by them. In addition to this the 
Superintendent should also please affix stamp of one of the alpha- 
bets, Bent separately, on each cover of the answer-book where he 
puts Kegistrar’s fascimile stamp. Those stamps of alphabets should 
be used daily at his discretion. A statement showing the number 
of answerbooks with a particular alphabet used on each day be 
maintained. This is intended as a precaution against blank answer- 
books being smuggled into the examination hall. Answer-books 
should, therefore, in no case be stamped m greater quantity than 
is required for each day’s use, so that, if by chance blank suswer- 
books are stolon at a centre and afterwards smuggled in among the 
answer books collected at the end of a day’s examination, the 
absence of the particular alphabet stamp of the day on their covers 
might at once prove thorn to be contraband. At an institution 
which is a common centre for the diffeient examinations of the 
University, the Superintendent should please be careful to see that 
answer books of different examinations are not mixed up. A 
correct record of the alphabet stomps used on the answer books 
issued to candidates every day should please be kept by the 
Superintendents and a consolidated statement of the answer-books 
consumed, forwarded to the Registrar after the examinotion on the 
form already supplied, The balance of unused answer-books and 
other papers may kindly be kept at tlie centre in safe custody for 
next year’s use. All the rubber stamps to be affixed on the answer- 
books are to be kept in the personal custody of the Superintendent, 

(b) If a candidate wants a second answer book, eupplemeutaty 
answ’er-book marked ’S* may be issued to him after seeing that bis 
first answer-book is finished. Similarly, typewriting continuation 
sheets may be issued to the candidates after seeing that those 
already supplied hove been finished When two answer books are 
used by a candidate in answering the same paper, the two books 
should be firmly stitched together. The supervisors eliould got this 
done in their presence and see that, the candidate has written his 
roll number and enrolment number (in the case of Intor-Uagree 
and Post Graduate Examinations) on the second snswer-booU. The 
same alphabet ns put on the main answer-book should also be put 
on the supplementary answ-er-book 

(c) Each candidate is required to write his answers on bath 
sides of the leaf. The Superintondedent should please notify 
the fact to them. If any leaf is used by a candidate for rough 
w’ork, it should bo scored out by him. If a candidate wishes to 
oaucol any part of his answer, be may do so by drawing distinct 
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lines across it. Ko portion of the answer-book supplied should be 
torn out or folded. 

Opening of Question Papers envelopes. 

10. (n) The envelopes containing the question papers must 

be opened in the main examination hall by the Superintendent 
himself after examining the seals in the presenoe of the candidates 
and other witnesses and not in Ins ofiBce or any other room 

(b) Before an envelope is opened the ^certificate pasted on 
each envelope should please be duly signed by the Superintendent 
and other witnesses. Each person should sign his name legibly and 
give his designation below his name. 

(r) While opening the sealed envelope the Superintendent 
should please not break the seals but out the envelope at one end 
neatly with a pair of a scissors. The opened onvolopes with the 
certificates duly signed should be returned to the Registrar after 
the examination. 

(^) Before the envelopes are opened, the superscription on 
them (/, e the name of the subject, the date, the time etc ) should 
be checked by comparison with the programme of the examination. 
In the case of any discrepancy, the programme should bo followed 
and the matter reported to the Registrar, 

(e) The number of copies and the subject of the question 
papers contained in an envelope should be carefully checked at the 
time the envelope is opened in order to see that the contents of the 
envelope tally with the superscription. 

Distribution of question papers. 

n. (^) Question papers should be distributed punctually ot 
the “time of the commencemoiit of the examination but before 
distributing any question paper the heading of all copies of the 
paper should be very carefully checked by the Suporiiitondent per- 
sonally m order to see that a question paper on any other subjoot 
which is fixed for a later doy or a later hour is not mi.xod up with it. If 
any such paper is found mixed up, it should bo aepirated and oaclosod 
in another envelope, which should bo properly sealed and kept 
among the envelopes containing question papers to which it relates, 
and the fact reported to the Registrar. The Superintendents should 
check tho headings printed on the first page of all the copies of the 
question papers. To facilitate this checking, suitable catch letters 
arc printed at the right hand top of tho front page of each 
question paper. 
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(b) The Superinf odent should collect oil copies of question 
papers not distributed by invigilators immediately and check the 
number of spare copies with the number of the question papers 
received minus the number of examinees present. No spare copies 
of the question papers should be left in the hands of the invigilators, 
or allowed to go outside the examination rooms till at least two 
hours after the commencement of the examination If a candidate 
wishes to leave the examination room earlier, he may not be 
allowed to take with him the question paper, which should be 
handed over to the Superintendent to be returned to the candidate 
after the examination is over. Similarly, no candidate be allowed 
to take the question paper with him if and when he goes out to the 
bath room etc. 

(r) Spare copies of a question paper will always be sent, but 
if in consequence of some mistake, some particular question paper 
runs short and a few of the candidates are not supplied with the 
question paper the paper may be dictated to them in a separate 
room and as much extra time given to these candidates as was 
taken up in the dictation of the paper, and tlie matter reported to 
the Registrar at once. This extra time should not be given to the 
other candidates to whom printed papers were given. No spare 
copies of a question paper should be taken out of the examination 
room until the examination is over. 

(d) In case a candidate asks for a question paper in an optional 
or alternative subjeot which is inconsistent with the entry in bVie 
printed roll H&t, he may be given the question paper ho asks for, 
and the discrepancy reported at once to the Registrar. The 
Superintendent of the centre should houever, try to eatisfy himself 
by a reference to entries in the roll list of the candidates and in 
the application form with him that the candidate is not asking 
for a wrong question paper. The candidate should be clearly 
warned that if it is found afterwards that he has taken a question 
paper inoonsistent with his declaration in his application form, his 
examination in that paper shall be liable to be cancelled, 

Insfruclions (o be follo^vcd in regard fo allocalion of invigilators. 

12. (r^) In each of the rooms set apart for examination purposes, 

there shaU bo two invigilators, not belonging to the institution of 
which the candidates are seated in that room. Teacher (a) of the 
subject (s) of which the papers (s) is/are set on a particular day, 
should not bo appointed to invigilate on that day. In the case of 
college, tills could easily be done by changing the faculty or 
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faeultiefi, as tho case ma)^ be, In any room or room^ which cannot 
accommodate more than 25 candidates, there may be one invigilator 
With an additional supervisor for evor 3 ’' four rooms ( at tho maxi- 
mum ) In the cose of big halls or rooms there will bo one 
invigilator for every 25 candidates. 

In addition to the above, the Suporintondonta of centres at 
which there are more than 300 examinees con keep one invigilator 
in reserve for emergency purposes. 

(b) No room shall bo set apart for examination purpose**, 8o 
far as possible, which cannot accommodate even 20 candidates, 

2 copies of Instructions to Invigilators are enclosed* They 
may please be gone througli by them carefully and acted upon. 

Procedure to he followed when a candidate is found using unfair means 
in the examination hall. 

The Superintendent shall please turn out of the examination 
hall any candidate found talking or copj'ing or using unfair means 
of any kind, or violating tho rules of the examination. Ho shall 
send at once to the Registrar by registered post the candidate’s 
answer book and bis explanation together with a report from the 
Invigilator concerned Tho Superintendent should please express 
his definite opinion on the cqeo in his forwarding note, Tho paper 
etc, found in the candidate’s possession should also bo forwarded 
W’ith the case. In the ordinary course such candidates should not 
be debarred from appearing at the rest of tho examination, unless 
otherwise required by the Registrar under Vico Chnncollor’s orders 
on getting tlie Superintendent’s report. A mention to this efToct 
be also raatlo in the absentees statement meant for tho examiner 
for his informatmn. 

Instructions to be followed during examination hours. 

14. On each day of the examination and as soon after the 
comraenceraet of the examination as possible tho Suporintendont 
should, with the help of the invigilators, please see that all tho 
candidates have corroctlv” written thoir roll numbers both in 
figures and in letters and all otlior particulars required to bo 
entered on tho covers of their answer-books or answer-sheets. Ho 
should plonso get all entries chocked and compared with tho parti- 
culars given on the card fixed on their seats. This work should bo 
done each dtxy immediately after the distribution of each question 
paper. 
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15. For the M. A , B. A., B. Com., B. Ed., and Intermediate 
Arts Examinations candidates have the option of using Hindi 
medium for answering question papers in all subjects except the 
following, 

M A., B, A» and Intormedlato Arts — Mathematics, 

B. Com. — Commercial Law, Statistics and Acturial 
Mathematics. 

B, Ed. — All the papers excluding Paper IV Part II 
( Methods of Teaching and Special courses in the methods 
of teaching (except English and A Modern Indian language). 

Candidates have also the option of using Hindi medium for 
answering the question paper of the Additional optional paper on 
General Knowledge in English at the Intermediate Examinations. 

Candidates should be instructed to write Hindi on the 
covers of their answer-books, if they exercise that option. 

For the High School Examination, candidates have the 
option of using Hindi, Urdu or Sindhi medium in all subjects 
except English. Candidates may be instructed to write on the 
covers of their answer-books in bold letters the language through 
which they write the answers in a particular subject. The Superin- 
tendents with the help of invigilators should please check that 
this has been done by every candidate soon after the examination 
has Commenced, In technical subjects, such as Science and 
Commerce candidates may use technical terms in English in their 
answers. 

16. Superintendents should please inform the candidates that 
it shall be deemed an offence amounting to cheating, if any 
candidate writes his answer to the same question more than 
once or answers more than the questions required of them to 
be answered. 

They should also please inform that they must not write 
their names in any part of their answer books. They should write 
only their Roll numbers at the end of the last answer. 

17. No candidates should bo permitted to leave examination 
room except in special cases with the permission of the Superinten- 
dent and under some escort until he has finished his answers. 
As far as possible, escorts accompanying candidates who leave 
the examination hall during the examination, should bo persons 
not belonging to the institution to which the candidate belongs. 
Each COSO in which such pormisaion is given must be recorded and 
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fowarded to the Registrar* No candidate should be allowed -to 
give up his answer-book till at least half an hour after the begin- 
ning of the examination, 

18. No persons other than inviglators or supervisors of the 
examination should be allowed to enter, or move about, the 
examination room without the permission of the Superintendent, 
Postmen, school or college peons or others should not be per- 
mitted to deliver letters to candidates during the examination. 
All communication with one another during the examination is 
strictly prohibited, 

19. No one should be permitted to speak to a candidate on 
any subject pertaining to the question during the hours of the 
examination, not even for the purpose of correcting a misprint or 
removing an ambiguity in a question paper, 

20. In no case should anybody be please allowed to write 
except within the prescribed time. 

21. Smoking and other intoxicants ore strictly prohibited in 
the Examination Hall 

Despatch of written Answer-books, 

22. The answor-books given and collectod on each day should 
bo counted, arranged in serial, aider, securely packed in stout un- 
bleached Drill cloth and carefully sealed with the seal to be supp- 
lied by the University office in the presence of the Superintendent 
immediately after they are oolleotod. The Superintendent is 
responsible for the correctness of their number and of the entries 
made on their covers. They should please not bo folded but should 
be packed fint, and the packets containing them should kindly bo 
daily forwarded, prepaid, in each case, to the Registrar, A copy 
of question paper should also be sent along with each parcel. 
Packets )V€ighing itpio 120 tolas should always be sent by registeted parcel 
post and not by rail. Packets sent by post, and railway receipt of 
parcels sent by rail, should invoriably bo despatched to thoRogistrar 
by registered post. Details of answer books sent to the Registrar 
bo please given on the back of tho printed forwarding letter sent 
herewith. Superintendents are particularly requested to bo oxtro- 
moly careful in the matter of pecking, labolHog^ sealing and des- 
patching parcels of answer-books by rail so as to avoid any chanco 
of a parcel giving way or going astray in transit. Whenever it is 
suspected that a parcel has gone astray, prompt action should bo 
taken by tho Superintendent. The packing should be as tight as 
possible, 
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23, The roll numbers of the candidates who are absent from 
the examination, from any cause whatever, are to be shown on the 
absentee form, sent herewith, which should also be sent with eaqh 
packet of answer books every day. If answer books (s) of any 
candidate (s) are sent to the Registrar on account of the candidate 
having resorted to unfair means, the fact should be mentioned in 
the absentee statement for the ’information of th© examiner. Two 
copies oi ihe consolidated list of absentees should bo sent to the 
Registrar at the end of each examination on the printed form 
referred to above. These consolidated lists should be prepared 
examination date and paper-wise ond should be very clear and self con- 
tained so as to facilitate the work of Tabulators. If no candidate is 
absent, the fact may be so shown in the absentee statement. On 
the contrary, if in any particular paper, no candidate turns up for the 
examination, the fact should please be so reported to the Regis- 
trar for information and a copy of the absentee statement of that 
paper sent with the forwarding letter advising despatch of answer* 
books for further transmission to the examiner for his information. 
An office copy of the consolidated list of the absentees should also 
be kept by the Superintendent for future reference. The number 
of candidates examined at each centre as shown on the absentees 
form plus the number of candidates shown there ns absent from the 
examination must tally with the number shown in the printed 
Consolidated Numerical Return of candidates for the examination, 
sent herewith. 

The abrentee statement must not contain name of the ,centro 
Superintendent’s signatures or fascimil stamp or any other indica- 
tion from which it may be inferred that it pertains to a particular 
cetre. Application forms of candidates to be examined at the 
centre are being sent separately. The Superintendents are requested 
kindly to get candidate’s signatures on them a Eeoond time, and 
attest them after comparing them with the originals. They should 
please be returned to the Registrar soon after the examination is 
over by separate reg istered parcel , and not sent along with other papers 
or packets of answerbooks. 

24. As soon as the examination is over, the following articles 
should please be returned by railway parcel to the office of the 
Registrar; — 

(1) The pieces of WwrA/// cloth (both outer & inner) in which 
the covers containing question popers wore wrapped. They should 
not be used as outer covers while returning papers to this ofiice, 
(2) the empty envelopes in which the question papers were 
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Benfc, and (3) spare copies of question papers; with a statement of the 
question-papers in each paper received, issued and balance returned. 

25, All letters and covers weighing more than 10 tolas should 
be sent as paicels &nd the word ‘registered parcel* may be written 
on such covers. The postal rates for parcel are annas eight for 
every 40 tolas or fraction thereof. Registration foe annas six 
extra. 

26. In any emergency not provided for in the above para* 
graphs, the Superintendent should please act according to his own 
discretion and report his action to the Registrar. Orders passed 
by the Superintendent on any matter not provided for in these 
instructions shall be binding on all. 

27, The Superintendent should kindly note carefully the 
instructions given above and also the details of the subject, the 
time allowed for each paper eto , as noted in the printed programme 
of examination. At the conclusion of the examinations he should 
please send a report for the information of the Syndicate that 
the examination at his centre were conducted in accordance with 
the rules, contained in these instructions. He may if he thinks 
necessary and has some specsal smuggest ions to make for improvement in 
the conduct of examination, send a separate report to the Registrar. 

28. Payment for the expenditure incurred at the centres in 
connection with the examination will bo made by the University 
at the following scale. Superintendents of centres are requostod 
to*hcep the expenditure within this limit.

INSTRUCTIONS TO INVIGILATORS 
I- -General 

1. The doors of the Examination Hall, where you are -due 
to invigilate, will be opened half an hour before the time fiKod 
for examination on the first day and 15 minutes before the time 
for subsequent days. 

2. Please report yourself to the Superintendent of the Centre 
punctually at least five minutes before the dooro are due to open. 

Please note that you are responsible to the Superin* 
tendent of the Centre. You cannot leave the examination hall nor 
can you absent yourself without obtaining his previous permission. 

4. Please ask the students in your room at the beginning 
of each oxamination, not to keep any books or outside papers 
with themselves. 

5. Please see that every candidate takes his correct seat 
and writes on the ansiver*book in English his correct roll number 
in figures as well as in words and otlier particulars required of him. 

6. Please ask the candidates for the High School Exami- 
nation to enter in bold letters the medium in which the paper is 
answered and see that this is done by them. 

7. Plose note that no candidate can be admitted to the 
Examination hall after the question paper has been distributed, 
except with the express permission of the Superintendent.

Before distribution, however, 
please check that each answer book contains the alphabet stamp 
fixed for the day and fosoimile stamp of the Registrar’s signature.

5. If a candidate is given a second answor-book, please see 
that he stitches it to the first and writes legibly his Roll No. on 
oil subsequent answer-books. 

6. Please inform the students, if any question paper is printed 
on more than one page. 

7. Please see that the answer-book of every candidate who 
loaves tho hall before expiry of the time allowed, is handed over 
to you. 

8. Please get all exits, except ono of your room, closed fivo 
minutes before tho paper is due to end.

It m&y be noted that gi ace marks are 
to be enteied in the register against a candidate only if by the award of 
these, he is actually enabled to pass in the examination. It lies been 
observed that some tabulators enter them as a general rule irres- 
pective of the fact whether they enable a candidate to pass or 
not, and also whether he is actually entitled to them according 
to the rules.

If such a candidate fails in one of the two main optional 
subjects, but passes in the additional subject, the latter may be 
substituted for the former ptovuled that does not violate any of the 
group tequirements as per syllabus, a copy of which is sent herewith. 
This is to be done before drawing up the grand total and after draw- 
ing circles round the marks in a subject or subjects in which a 
candidate has failed, and his result worked out accordingly. In 
short, the position would be that the additional optional subject 
will, in such cases, take the place of one of the two main optional 
subjects in which a candidate does not got pass marks, with a view 
to enable him either to pass in the examination or make him 
eligible for Supplementary Examination. The main optional subject 
in which he has failed will in that case become his additional 
optional subject and the marks obtained in it will be transferred 
to column meant for additional optional subject, viz,, 17, and ho 
Will be shown as failed in that. The names of the subjects will also 
be corrected accordingly in the respective columns.

Committee, held on 8th November, 1955, were confirmed. 

2. The design of the Porch and West elevation (second 
sketch), exoludining *‘looma’* over the lower Cbajjos in the West 
elevation, as also the elevation of windows of the Vtoe-Chancelloris 
wing and replacement of iron grills by stone Jallies, as approved 
by the Chief Engineer, were accepted by the Committee. 

3. The Committee went round the buildings under erection 
on the site and the University Engineer apprised the Committee 
of the progress of the Administrative Block. The Committee 
called the contractor Lain Hansraj personally and discussed the 
difficulties with him. The contractor agreed to expedite the work 
in right earnest and give the Building finished by the Slst of 

'May, 1956. 

4. The Committee considered the P. W. D. estimate of the 
model of the Administrative Block and accepted it for Rs.SOO/- only. 
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5* The question of a mode! for the Teaobiog Block was 

considered and approved. It waa resolved futthet that the model 
be got prepared through the agency of tho Pi'W. oa\tho pro rata 
baais. 

6. The queation about the npprovol and sanoiion of, the 
OBtimates for Cor Parking and Cycle sheds and * thoir looBtioxv for 
the Administrative and the Teaching Blocks was postponed^ till it 
had been examined and approved by the Chief Engineer. 

7. The Committee considered Shri S. N. Gupta*8 suggestion 
regarding changes in the Teaching Blocks and accepted only those 
that were approved by the Chief Eng U'er, 

8. The exo sa in the cost of foundations duo to shifting of the 
site by Sliri S. N Gupta amounting to Ks, 4,977/- was sanctioned. 

9. The estimates of Electrical and 'Sanitary installations in 
the Teaching Blocks and Lecture Theatres svere considered. It was 
thought that the estimates appeared to be on the higher side and 
the University Engineer was requested to got a detailed estimate 
for Sanitary end Eleotcioal installations redrawn and get them 
approved'by the Chief Engineer. 

10. The additional work of red stone chajja on the verandah 
ns shown on the drawing of Lecture Theatres supplied by the 
Architect was approved. It was further resolved that the details 
of the chajja may 'please ho got examined and approved by tho 
Chief Engineer, 

11. The application of M/s. Bharat Builders & Co., for a 
secured advance against the material collected at site for tho work 
was saoetionod, it being understood that tho advance would bo in 
conformity with P. W. E. regulation^* 

12. The correspondence in connection with the slufUng of the 
compound waM by S5* inside and the University Engineer’s note 
about the possibility of tho Government' lowering tho hump on tho 
road etc. were considered. * It was considered advisable to postpone 
tho building of the compound wall completely till such time as 
Government took a firm decision in tho matter/ 

13. Shri Megan Bihari Lal’a letter in oonneoiion with the 
extra rates for tho coursed masonry below 15'' thick was considordd 
and it was decided that the matter be examined by the Chief 
Engineer. 

14* The information of the University Engineer that work .of 
Barsati on tho roof of the Registrar's Bungalow bad been stopped 
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was noted; and it was resolved that the work done upfco B 3 , 411^ in 
this connection be allowed to stand. 

15. The question of colour of paints to be adopted for doors 
and windows for officers’ bungalows, clerks’ quarters and peons’ 
quarters was considered and it was resolved to request the Univer- 
sity Engineer to get these approved by the Chief Engineer. 

15, The Committee considered the question of purchase and 

erection of electric pumps and decided that th© erection be done 
by the staff of the suppliers. It further approved (a) that the 
starter of pumps be purchased from them inspite of their cost 
being Bs 19/- above the lowest tender; and (b) that a cubicle for 
pumps be built by the University Engineer, 

17 The cost of the plants supplied by the P W. D. amounting 

to Us. 137, S/- was sanctioned for payment. 

18. The question of construction of a small tank for storing 
water to be pumped from the bores for watering the plants of the 
size 16' X 10 ' x4:’6' was sanctioned. 

19. The question of the purchase of materials not available 
in the Kate Contract and materials which ore available in the 
Rate contract even though they can be had from the open 
market on the same rates and also about the type of fans to be 
provided in the University Building were postponed. 

In the meantime it was decided that the opinion of the GEO. 
be invvted about the above as also the layout plan of lighting 
particularly for Library and Open Air 'I’heatre as proposed by 
the University, «s also the approximate cost of the same. 

20. The Committee considered the question of over-head and 
under ground electric wiring in the Universit^^ area. It was agreed 
in principle that cables be used in the area whore main buildings 
are situated It was further resohed that the University Engineer 
should work out the exact estimates of the difference in cost of 
the two systems of wiring and get the two approved by the Chief 
Engineer. 

21. The question of indents placed with Director General, 
Supplies and Disposals, for tne supply of electric materials was- 
considorod; and it was decided that the Chief Engineer be infor- 
med about tho position. 

22. The plan received from the Executive Engineer, Electric 
Department, in connection with the construction of a room for 
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Electric Sub-station for University area was considered. Resolved 
that the site be fixed bv the University Engineer and the plan of 
the Electrical Department for the room be examined by the Univer- 
sity Engineer and finalised so that the elevation of the building 
conforms with the general background of the other University 
Buildings. 

23. The University Engineer’s request regarding the purchase 
of Levelling instrument and Theodolite was approved. The 
University Engineer was requested to make the purchase with the 
approval of the Chief Engineer. 

•24. The consideration of the plans of the University Library, 

Shri S N. Gupta’s design of Open Air Theatre and estimate for 
construction of 20 units of servants’ quarters was postponed and 
the University Engineer was requested to get all these examined 
and approved by the Chief Engineer first. 

The Committee further decided that a second opinion from 
some Architect be obtained for the Library and it be made clear to 
Shn Durgrt Lil that his work was limited only upto the Academic 
Block 

25 The consideration of the question of providing a filtering 
arrangement for the Swimming fool was postponed. 

2S, As regards the working days and hours of the part-time 

Electrical Engineer, the Registrar was nsUed to look into the 
matter and to arrange that the Electrical Engineer was available 
for a fixed number of hours on certain stated days 

27 The appointments of the following members of the 

University Engineer’s staff, whose probation period hod expired, 
were confirmed (it being noted clearl}^ by the staff that the entire 
Building Section of the University was of a purely temporary 
type and this confirmation dnl not give them any right of being 
on the permanent University staff). 

1, Shri Xavier Dsilvn, clerk. 

2 Shri Laxmi Narain, Mietry- 

28, The petition of the University Engineer’s staff regarding 

service rules was then considered and it was felt that they ' bo 
governed by tbo same rules by which the University staff is 
governed so long as they aroin service The Committee, however, 
felt that being moio or less on work-ebargo basis their holidays 
bo based on the P. W. D. pattern; as regarding leave rules oto , 
proposals be submitted to the Committee at its next meeting. 
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29 The question of the University Engineer's duties, powers 

and resportsibi/ities in the light of the resolution No. 4 of the 
Building Committee held on 30th August, 1954, was further cotisi- 
fiered and the University Engineer was asked to prepare a draft of 
schedule of powers based on the P. W. D. practice and place 
befi^re the Chief Engineer for iiis opinion, 

30. The consideration of the note of Shri S N. Gupta regarding 
emblems aiid colours to be used on University Buildings was 
postponed.

1 . The Syndicate considered the report of the Selectio;i 
Committee in connection with the appointment of a Registrar for 
the University [Vide Appendix l) 

Resolved that as recommended by the Selection Committee, 
Shri K. L. Varma (Principal, Maharaja’s College, Jaipur) be 
appointed as University Registrar on ini tial salary of Rs. 1 ,050/- 
per month in the grade of Rs. 800-40-1000-50-1250 with effect 
from July 1, 1956. Shri Varma be informed accordingly and 
asked to obtain his relief from the Government from his present 
employment. 

2. With reference to its resolution No. 28, dated the 15th 
March 1953 regarding recognition of the degrees and diplomas of 
the accredited American Universities and other institutions of 
higher learning in the U. S. A. & Canada, the Syndicate considered 
a letter No. F. 27-4/53. A. 1, dated the 21st January 1956, from 
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the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Education, 
New Delhi, sendmg a revised list of accredited American Univer- 
sities and institutions of higher learning in the U. S* A. and 
Canada, and stating that this list be substituted for the one 
previously received and recognised by the University. 

Resolved that the list of degrees and diplomas of the 
accredited American Universities and other institutions of higher 
learning in the U. S. A. and Canada adopted under Syndicate 
resolution N. 28 dated the 15th March 1953 be replaced by the 
list (Vide Appendix IP, 

Resolved further ih \i a copy of the -list be sent to all the 
Information Bureaus and also to the Post-graduate colleges, 

3. The Syndicate considered the following two proposals 

of Shri M. R. V. Krishna Rao, referred to by the Senate, vide 
its resolution No. 9 dated the 4th December 1955, along with the 
suggestions (given below) made by some members of the Senate 
in that connection; — 

Proposal of Shri M. R. V. Krishna Rao. 

1. Resolved that Statute 30(3) be amended to read as 
follows — 

The staff of a college for women shall, as far as 
possible, be composed of women fand in colleges 
where co-education is provided there shall be at 
least two women on the staff of the college, 

2. To be added "as a new Statute under Chapter XX 
'Affiliation of Colleges* . 

Every affiliated college shall’maintain a Progress Record 
of the academic work of each student on its rolls and 
an authority appointed by the Vice-Chancellor shall 
scrutinise such records at least once in a year. 

A student who is found to be consistently neglecting 
his work for more than two terms shall be liable to 
expulsion from tile college by the Princhul prior 
approval of the Vice-Chancellor, 
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Suggestions: — 

1, In the case of a college where co-education is provided, 
the number of women on the staff (if it is agreed that 
there shall be a few women members) should be depen- 
dent on the number of women students in the 
institution. 

2. The following provisions be made instead of proposal 
No. 2:— 

(a) No student be allowed to lahe his final e^anlina- 
tion until he Las put m at least i0% of the written 
work. 

[b) The system of sessional marks be introduced. 

Resolved that the proposals be referred to the University 
Education Re -organisation Committee for consideration and 
1 eport. 

4. With reference to Senate resolution No. 12, dated the 

4th December, 1955, given below, the Syndicate re-examined 
Ordinances 192-'A to to 192~I regarding admission of In-service 
Students to University Examinations (recommended by the 
Syndicate vide its resolution No. 6 of March 12, 1955-Page 130 
of Volume XVI of Minutes): — 

The Ordinances 192-A to 192-1 be referred to Syndicate 
for re-examining the matter of admission of In-service 
students to University examinations, under Section 2 (b) 
of the University Act, a definition of ‘external students* is 
given, but provision has been made for too restricted 
facilities. It would be better if all those who earn their 
living by service or in gainful employment of a regular 
type, are admitted to the privilege of appearing for the 
University examinations as external students. The Senate 
desired that the matter be examined in this light, but for 
the time being the Ordinances made by the Syndicate in 
this behalf be approved. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the University 
Education Re-organisation Committee. 
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5. The Syndicate considered the question of prescribing 
Sjdlabii for the Sahitya Vinod, Sabitya Visharad and Sahitya 
Ratnakar Examinations of 1957. 

Resolved that the text-books and syllabii prescribed for the 
Sahitya Vinod, Sahitya Visharad and Sahitya Ratnakar Examina- 
tions of 1956 be repeated for these examinations of 1957. 

6. The Syndicate confirmed the orders of the Vice- 
Chancellor in declaring Major R. V. Sitaraman, B. E. (Mech.), 
M. I, E. (India), M. I. (Mech), E. (London), Professor of 
Mechanical Engineering, M. B. M. Engineering College, Jodhpur, 
as qualified for the post of the Professor of Mechanical 
Enginering in the College. Major Sitaraman is a B. E. in Pass 
class of the M 5 ^sore University and possesses 25 years, and lOi 
months teaching experience of the A. hi. L Mech. E. (London) 
Examination standard in training officers Apprentices of Indian 
Railways. He has also been Principal of the Eastern Railway 
Technical School, Jamalpur On enquiry from the Mysore 
University it was found that in 1922, when Major Sitaraman 
took his B. E. degree from that University, it awarded Pass 
class to those students who obtained 50% and over but less than 
66% of the total marks, first class to those who obtained more 
than 66% marks and did not award any second class at the B. E. 
Examination, 

7. Resolved that^ owing to delayed publication of the books 
on the subjects of General Science and Social Studies, students 
taking the Intermediate in Arts and Science Examinations of 1957 
be examined only in half the courses. The exact length of course 
be prescribed by the Vice-Chancellor after consulting the 
Conveners of the Committees of Courses in General Science and 
Social Studies. A notification to this effect be issued to all the 
colleges in the meantime. 

8. Under Ordinance 138, the Syndicate considered the 
reports of the referees appointed to examine the theses on the 
subjects — 

( / ) Regional Distribution of Population and Problems in 
India ; 
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(n) The Idea of Gcd,’- 

submitted by Messrs Manohar Lai and Ladu Ram Joshi, reispec- 
lively, for the award of the Ph. D. Degree, 

Resolved that the reports of the referees recommending 
the award of the Ph. D. Degree be accepted and the degree of 
Ph. D.* be awarded to M/s Manohar Lai and Ladu Ram Joshi on 
the theses submitted by them. 

9 . The Syndicate considered a circular letter No, 4795- 
4827/S, dated the 7th March 1956 from the Secretary, Inter- 
University Board of India, Madras, to the Sports Officers of the 
constituent Universities notifying that the 16th Annual meeting 
of the Inter-University Sports Board of India was expected to be 
held some time in April 1956 and inviting proposals to be included 
in the Agenda of the Board meeting. Shri K. L. Varma, Convener, 
Sports Board, who received this letter suggested that a member 
be appointed to attend the meeting of the Inter-University Sports 
Board and that the Inter-University Basket-ball tournament be 
invited to be held under the auspices of this University, 

Resolved that Shri K. L. Varma, Convener, Sports Board, 
be deputed to attend the annual meeting of the Inter-University 
Sports Board of India. 

Resolved further that no team of the University be sent out 
to participate in the Inter-University Tournament this year nor 
any tournament be invited. 

10 . At this stage, the Vice-Chancellor Shri G. C. Chatterji 
left the room and Pt. Devi Shanker Tewari was requested to 
take the Chair, The Syndicate considered the question of the 
reappointment of the present Vice-Chancellor Shri G. C. Chatterji 
for a second term. It was felt unanimously that, in terms of 
Section 12 (2) of the University Act which says clearly that the 

Vice-Chancellor may, subject to the 

provisions of sub-section 3, be re-appointed for a second term of 
three years in contionuation of the first term’*, the words 
“subject to the provisions of subsection 3” alone being the 
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limiting factor in the re-appointment, the question of the appoint- 
ment of a Committee of three persons as required in Section 
12(1), did not arise. The Syndicate, therefore, unanimously 
resolved to recommend to the Chancellor that Shri G. C. Chatterji 
be re-appointed as Vice-Chancellor of the University for a second 
term of three years commencing with November 1, 1956.

After consultation with other members of the Committee, 
who agreed that it will be necessary to relax the terms of 'the 
advertisement to some extent in order to secure nn incumbent for 
the post of Registrar, the Vico OhnnooUor personally ootactod Shri 
S. S, Saxona, Principal, M. B. College, Udaipur, and Shri IC, L, 
Varmo, Principal, Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, who had not applied 
for the post. As those gentlemen expressed their willingness to bo 
considered for the post, they were also called for interview. 

The interviews woro held on the 17th and 18th of March 1050 
nt which all members of the Selection Committee wore present. 

Of the ton persons called for interview, only eight appeared 
before the Selection Committee. 

After a careful oonsideration of the qualifioations of the 
different candicates and the requirements for the post of Registrar 
of the University, the Committee unanimously recommended that

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Committee appointed by the Syndicate aPd the Academic Council 
in connection with the re-organisation of University Education 
and its development etc. The consideration of No. 2 be postponed 
for the present* The Syndicate, however, desired that in the 
meantime information be gathered from the Government of India' 
whether donors are exempted frcm the payment of Income-tax 
on the amount of donations given by them to the Universities. 

14. Resolved that the following sentence be a»lded at the 
end of Ordinance 329 M-1 (in connection with the Hindi 
Examinations to be conducted in October by the University with 
effect from 1956) : — 

‘"Only such candidates as are residing within the 
territorial jurisdiction of this University shall be 
eligible for the purpose”.

17. The Registrar reported that iii a letter dated Chirawa, 

the 10th February 1956 addressed to the Registrar, One 
Ramkumar Sharma informed that Ram Nivvas Sharma of Chlra^\'a 
(son of Pt. Jai Narain) who passed-(i) the High School Examin- 
ation from this University in 1951 as a private candidate (ii) the 
Intermediate in Commerce Examination of the University in 
1953 as a regular student from the Chirawa Inter- College, and 
was now anpearing at the B. Com, Examination 1956 of the 
University as an ex-student from the Birla College of Science 
and Commerce, Pilani (under Roll No, 222), impersonated for 
his younger brother Ram Dutta Sharma at the High School and 
the Intermediate in Commerce Examinations of the University in 
the years 1952 and 1954, respectively and thus obtained fraud- 
ulently Certificates of passing the aforesa d examinations in the 
name of Ram Dutta Sharma. On a scrutiny of the relevant 
application forms submitted to the University for appearing at 
the above examinations, it was found that the photographs on 
( i ) Application form for the High School Examination, 1951 
submitted by Ram Niwas Sharma, ( ii ) Application form for 
the High School Examination, 1952 submitted * By Ram Dutta 
Shtirma and ( iii ) Application form for the' B. Com, Examination, 
1956 submitted by Ram Niwas Sharma, were of one and the 
same person i* e. Ram Niwas Sharma. It was also evident that 
the forms of Shri Ram -Dutta Sharma were filled in and signed 
by Ram Niwas Sharma himself and thus the same were forged. 

t The Principal, Birla College of Science and Commerce, 
Pilani w^as requested to interrogate the candidate; and Ram 
Niwas Sharma in his deposition to the Principal on 6th April 
1956 admitted that he had passed his High School and Inter. 
Commerce Examinations of the University in the years 1951 and 
1953 respectively, but denied that he had any knowledge of, or 
had impersonated for Ram Dutta. 

' - The candidate was, therefore, summoned to see the Vice- 

- Chancellor immediately after the B. Com. Examinations were 
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over. Ram Niwas Shartna confessed his guilt (in writing) that 
it was a fact that he had taken the High School and the Inter. 
Commerce Examinations of 1952 and 1954, respectively, under 
the name of his younger brother Ram Dutla Sharma and that he 
did so out of “sheer brotherly affection”. Ram Nnvas Sharma 
surrendered, on demand, his own Certificates of passing the 
High School Examination of 1951 and Inter. Commerce Examina- 
tion of 1953, as well as those obtained in the name of his 
brother by impersonation. 

Resolved that the certificates granted to Ram Niwas Sharma 
ot Chirawa and Ram Dutta Sharma for passing the High School 
and Intermediate Examinations be confiscated and B. Com. 
Examination of Ram Niwas Sharma at which he appeared m 
April, 1956, be cancelled. Ram Niwas Sharma and lus younger 
brother Ram Dutta Sharma (for whom the former impersonated) 
be permanently debarred from appearing at any of the University 
Examinations. A notification be issued to this effect and the 
Director of Education and the Inspectors of Schools be also 
informed of the action taken by the University. 

18. The Syndicate confirmed the action taken by the Vice- 
Chancellor in — 

( t ) accepting the proposal made by the Principal, V. B. 
Teachers College, Udaipur that, pending consideration 
and approval by the relevant University Bodies, candi- 
dates appearing at the M. Ed. Examination of 1956 
and failing in the theory papers or in dissertation be 
required to obtain 36 percent in the aggregate of the 
theory papers or in dissertation, as the case may be, 
for the purpose of gaining exemption from re-appearing 
in the same, vide 0.329K; 

( a ) extending hospitality to Dr, Woytinsky, an out- 
standing economist of theU. S.A. (accompanied by 
his wife) who on his way back from Japan visited 
India, and by the courtesy of the Government of India 
agreed to deliver a lecture under the auspices of the 
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University. Mrs. Woytinsky also gave a talk at the 
Maharani's College, Jaipur m the first week of March 
1956. 

19. The Syndicate considered the question of fixing dates 
for the commencement of the main examinations of 1956, Medical 
Examinations of October 1956, Engineering Examinations of 
September 1956 and the Supplementary Examinations of August

20. The Syndicate considered the proposal made by Prin-

. 1956, the Committee considered a letter No. 43!2-4‘174, dated the 
lOth February 1056 from the Secretary, Inter-Univeraitj^ Board of 
India, requesting that the suggestion with regard to the claTsifi- 
cation of successful candidates at different examinations, as 
envisaged in the following resolution of the Board passed at its 
last Ahgarh meeting held in January 1956 bjfavourably considered 
by the University and adopted in regard to candidates joining for 
the several courses from the Academic year 1956-57. —

Minutes of a meeting of the University Building Committee 
held on Monday the 9th April 1956. at the University Engineer’s 
Office in Gandhinagar. 

A meeting of the University Building Committee was held afc 
the University Engineer’s Office on Monday the 9fch April 1956, at 
6 p. m. The following members were present ; —

1. The minutes of the meeting of the University Building 
Committee held on 2Jth January 1956 were confirmed. 

2, The Committee looked into the estimates for the following 
works : — 

( i ) Construction of Cycle Sheds. 

(z7) Construction of Motor Garrages. 

(/i?) Construction of Electric Sub-Station. 

{^l) Construction of 20 units of Servants’ quarters. 

(r) Sanitary arrangements to Academical Block. 

(rO Electric installation of Academical Block (to be done 
depot tmentally). 

Resolved that estimates for the first five be scrutinized and 
approved by the Chief Engineer. For item (iv) the Committee 
approved of the building of 12 Servants* Quarters suitably distri- 
buted on the campus. 
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As regards the electric installation of Academical Block, it 
was decided that the estimates of the electric installation may be 
checked by the Chief Engineer; but ic the meantime advance indents 
for items which are on the Government Rate Contract be placed 
on the Government of India Stores Department. 

3. The Committee considered the note of the University 
Engineer about the reasons of slow progress of the Administrative 
Block and resolved that it be recorded. 

4. The rates recommended by the Chief Engineer for extra 
items of work in the Administrative Block were approved. It 
was further resolved ihit in case the Contractor was not prepared 
to accept those rates, the work be done departmentally. As regards 
the colour scheme of floors, the University Engineer was requested 
to moke a drawing of the colour scheme and get it approved by the 
Vice Chancellor and the Chief Engineer. 

5. The Contractor Shri Megan Behari LaTs objection for not 
resuming the construction of the compound wall was then 
ooDsidorod. The Committee felt that the contractor’s letter was 
vague and that the University Engineer may be requested to ask 
him to give his demands in a concrete form and the University 
Engineer was requested to examine and give his detailed comments 
with necessary dates oto. 

6. The Committee then considered the reasons of the slow 
progress of the Academical Block and felt that the conditions on 
account of which the progress of the Academical Block had been 
slowed down, viz , rise in the price of lime, stones etc , were only 
temporary and not likelj’' to last long. The Committee further 
confirmed the change of quarry for white sand stone and requested 
the University Engineer to investigate and report if there was any 
difference in the rates of those two quarries. 

7. The Oommittoo noted the progress of installation of 
electric pump?, 

S. The Committee disoussod the plans of the Library and 

the suggestions made by Shri D. N Gupta It was decided that 
the University Engineer bo requested to prepare fresh plane allow- 
ing a service entrance somewhere in the centre of the building and 
place it before a sub-committee of the Ciiief Engineer, Shri D. K. 
Gupta, Dr. D. L. Gupta and the University Engineer, within tea 
days for their final decision. 
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9, The conaiderafcion of the final lay onfc plan was postponed 
till after the extra land was allotted to the University 

10. The consideration of the plans of Swimming Pool, Open 
Air Theatre and Hostel for boys was postponed to the next meeting. 
In the meantime, the University Engineer was requested to place 
the plans before the Chief Engineer with a request to give top 
priority to all the thiee items in view of the possibility of fresh 
Government of India loans and grants for these. 

11 The Committee oonsidored the question of the typo of fans 

to be used in the University Builddinge. The agent of the Usha 
Fans Limited had brought one ceding fan for demonstration. After 
dueconsideration, it was decided that two Ueha fans & two Cromp- 
ton fans be purchased for the University Engineer’s office and the 
University Engineer be requested to test the performance of those 
two types as also the current consumption and report the matter 
to the Building Committee for its final decision. In the meantime, 
the University Engineer was also requested to make enquiry about 
the Crompton fans and place a comparative rate schedule 
and current consumption before the Building Committee at its 
next meeting.
